THE TARIFF TREATED 
APART FROM TRUSTS. 


President Stands Pat for Protection of 
cAmerican Industries. 


Enthusiastic RReception Tendered Chief Executive in 
Twin Cities—Addresses Immense Crowds in St. Paul 
and Minneapolis—WDiscusses Cuban Situation and 
Prosperity—Resumes Westward Journey. 


INNEAPOLIS, April 4.—The big- 
M gest and most enthusiastic recep- 
tion ever tendered in the Twin 
Cities was that tendered to* President 
Roosevelt today. From the time of his 
arrival in St. Paul this afternoon until 
his departure from Minneapolis for the 
West at 11 o'clock tonight, he was the 
recipient of a continual ovation, the 
streets through which he passed being 
a solid mass of people. 

Armory Hall at the University of 
Minnesota, where he spoke this even- 
ing, was crowded to it limited capac- 
ity. The speech, which was on the 
tariff and reciprocity brought out much 
enthusiasm, the President treating ex- 
tensively on the Cuban situation, de- 
claring that we must have military 
control of southern waters, and saying 
that the United States is the most 
prosperous nation ever known. 

At the close of the speech many of 
the audience pushed forward to shake 
the President's hand, but this was de- 
nied them. 

Thousands of persons marked the 
route of the private electric cars that 
brought the distinguished guest and his 
party from St. Pau). Perhaps 200,009 
people altogether saw him in the two 
cities. 

Although it was generally understood 
that admission to ali meetings would 
be by ticket only, there was a great 
clamor for seats, and offers for tickets 
ran up into-the dollars, with few ac- 
ceptances. There was genuine enthu- 
siasem everywhere by those who #aw 
and heard, the streets resoundi h 
prolonged cheers while’ the P ent 


Houses and residences all along the 
line of march were profusely deco- 
rated, and colored lights were burned 
at ali downtown street corpers. 

The doors of the bt 
7:30 o'clock, but for more than an hour 
previously a great crowd tesieged the 
armory, clamoring for admittance. 

The President was introduced by* 
President Northup of the Minnesota 
University. He spoke as follows: 

CUBAN RECIPROCITY. 

My Fellow-Citigens: At the special 
session of the Senate held in March 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty was rati- 
fied. When this treaty goes into effect, 
it will confer substantial economic ben- 
efits alike upon Cuba, because of the 
widening of her market in the United 
States, and upon the United States, be- 
cause of the equa! widening and the 
progressive contro! it will give to our 
people in the Cuban market. This 
treaty is beneficial to both parties and 
justifies iteelf on several grounds. In 
the first place we offer to Cuba her 
natural market. We can confer upon 
her a benefit which no other nafion can 
confer; and for the very reason that 
we have started her as an Independent 
republic and that we are rich, pros- 
perous and powerful, it behooves us to 
stretch out a helping hand to our fee- 
bier younger sister. In the next place 
it widens the market for our products, 
both the products of the farm_and cer- 
tain of our manufactures; and it is 
therefore in the interests of our farm- 
ers, manufacturers, merchants and 
wage workers. Finally, the treaty was 
not merely warranted, but demanded, 
apart from all other considerations, 
by the enlightened consideration of our 
foreign policy. 

More and more in the future we 
must occupy a preponderant position in 
the waters and along the coasts in the 
region south of us; not a position of 
control over the republics of the south, 
but of control of the military situation 
so as to avoid any possible complica- 
tions in the futuré. Under the Piatt 
amendment Cuba agreed to give us 
certain naval stations on her coast. The 
Navy Department decided that we 
needed but two, and we have specified 
where these two are to be. President 
Palma has concluded an agreement 
giving them to us--an agreement which 
the Cuban legislative body will doubt- 
lesa soon ratify. In other words, the 
republic of Cuba has assumed a special 
relation to our international politica! 
eystem, under which she gives us out- 
posts of defense. and we are morally 
bound to extend to her in a degree the 
benefit of our own economic system. 
From every standpoint of wise and en- 
lightened home and foreign policy the 
ratification of the Cuban treaty marked 
a step of substantial progress in the 
growth of our nation toward greatness 
at home and abroad. 

PHILAPPINES TARIFF. 

Equally important was the action on 
the tariff upon products of the Philip- 
pines. We gave them a reduction of 
2% «60per cent.. and would have given 
them a reduction of % per cent. more 
had it not been for the opposition, ‘n 
the hurried closing days of the last 
session, of certain’ gentlemen who, by 
the way, have been representing them- 
) selves both as pecutiarly solicitous for 
‘the Interests of the Philippine people 
and as special championa of the lower- 

g of tariff duties. There is a di«- 
inetly hurmorous side to the fact that 
the reduction of duties which would 
benefit Cuba end the Philippines, as 


weil as ourselves waa antagonized 
chiefly by those who in theory have 
been fond of proclaiming themeelves 


the advanced guardians of the op- 
pressed nationalities in the islands af-

instantly took violent ground against 
the practical steps to accomplish either 
purpose. 

Moreover, a law was enacted put- 
ting anthracite on the free list and 
completely removing the duties on all 
other kinds of coal for one year. 

DEEP-ROOTED PROSPERITY. 

We are now in a condition of pros- 
perity unparalleled not merely in our 
own history, but in the history of any 
other nation. This prosperity is deep- 
rooted and stands on a firm basis, be- 
cause it is due to the fact that the 
average American has in him the stu 
out of which victors are made in the 
great industrial contests of the present 
day, just as in the great military con- 
tests of the past; and because he is 
now able te use and develop his quali- 
ties to best advantage under our well- 
established economic system. We are 
winning headship among the nations of 
the world because our people are able 
to keep their high avegage of individual 
citizenship and to show their mastery 
in the hard, complex,“DPushing life of 
the age. There will .be fuctuations 
from time to time our prosperity, 
but it will continue to grow just so 
long as we keep up this high average 
of individual citizenship and permit it 
to work out its own salvation under 
proper economic legislation. 

The present phenomena! prosperity 
has been won under a tariff which was 
made in accordance-with certain fixea 
and definite principles, the most im- 
portant of which is an avowed det-r- 
mination to protect the interests of the 
American producer, business man, 
wage worker, and alike. The 
general tariff policy, to which, with- 
out regard to changes in detail, I be- 
lieve this country is irrevocably com- 
mitted, is fundamentally based upon 
ample recognition of the difference be- 
tween the cost of production—tiat is, 
the cost of labor—here and abroad, and 
of the need to see to it that our laws 
shall In no event afford advantage in 
our own market to foreign industries 


over industries, to foreign 
capital over Afferican capital, to for- 
eign labor ove? our own labor. This 


country has and this country 
better-paid, better-educated, better- 
fed, and better-clothed workingmen, of 
a higher type, than are to be found in 
any foreign country. It has and i 
needs a higher, more vigorous, and 
more prosperous type of tillers of the 
soll than Is by any other 
country. The business men, the mer- 
chants and manufacturers, amd the 
managers of the transportation inter- 
ests show the same superiority when 
compared with men of their type 
abroad. The events of the last few 
years have shown how skillfully the 
leaders of American industry use in 
international business competition the 
mighty industrial weapons forged for 
them by the resources of our country, 
the wisdom of our laws, ari the skill, 
the inventive genius, and the adminis- 
trative capacity of our people. 
BUSINESS PROPOSITION. 

It is, of course, a mere truism to say 
that we want to use everything in our 
power to foster the welfare of our en- 
tire body politic. In other words, we 
need to treat the tariff as a business 
proposition, from the standpoint of the 
interests of the country as a whole, and 
not with reference to the temporary 
needs of any political party. It is al- 
most a8 necessary that our policy 
should be stable as that it should be 
wise. A nation like ours could not long 
stand the ruinous policy of readjusting 
its business to radical changes in the 
tariff at short intervals, especially 
when, as now, owing to the immense 
extent and variety of our products, the 
tariff schedules carry rates of duty on 
thousands of different articles. Sweep. 
ing and violent chunges in such a tariff, 
touching so vitally the interests of all 
of us, embracing agriculture, labor, 
manufactures, and commerce, would be 
disastrous in any event, and they would 
be fatal to our present well-being if ap- 
proached on the theory that the prin- 
ciple of the protective tarif! was to be 
abandoned The business world, that 
is, the entire American world, cannot 
afford, if it has any regard for its own 
welfare, even to consider the advis- 
ability of abandoning the present sys- 
tem. 

Yet, on the other hand, where the In- 
dustrial conditions so frequently change 
as with us must of necessity be the 
case, it is a matter of prime importance 
that we should be able from time to 
time to > our economic policy to 
the changed tonditions. Our aim should 
be to preserve the policy of a protective 
tariff, in which the nation as a whole 
has acquiesced, and yet wherever and 
whenever necessary to change the 
duties in particular paragraphs or 
schedules as matters of legisiative de- 
tall, if such change is demanded by the 
interests of the nation as a whole. 

In making any readjustment there 
are certain important considerations 
which cannot be disregarded. If a tar. 
iff law has on the whole worked well, 
and if business has prospered under it 
and is prospering, it may be better to 
endure some inconveniences and in- 
equalities for a time than by making 
changes to risk causing disturbance 
and paralysis in the industries and bus- 
ineas of the country. The fact that the 
change Jn « given rate of duty may be 
question whether it 
make the change 
tariff deals with duties on thousands 
of articles arranged in hundreds of 
paragraphs and in many schedules. 
These duties affect a vast number of 
interests which are often conflicting. 
If necessary for our welfare. then of 
course Congress must consider the 
question of changing the law as a 
whole or changing any given rates of 
duty, but we must remember that 
whenever even a Single schedule is con- 
sidered some interests will appear to 
demand a change in almost every 
schedule in the law; and when it

APART FROM TRUSTS. 

One point we must steadily keep in 
mind. The question of tariff revision, 
speaking broadly, stands wholly apart 
from the question of dealing with the 
trusts. No change in tariff duties can 
have any substantial effect in solving 
the so-called trust problem. Certain 
great trusts or great corporations are 
wholly unaffected by the tariff. Prac- 
tically all the others that are of any 
importance have as a matter of fact 
numbers of smaller American compet- 
itors: and of course a change in the 
tariff which would work injury to the 
large corporation would work not 
merely injury, but destruction to its 
smaller competitors; and equally of 
course such a change would mean dis- 
aster to all the wake-workers connected 
with either the large or the small cor- 
perations. From the standpoint of 
those interested in the solution of the 
trust problem such a change would 
therefore merely mean that the trust 
was relieved of the competition of its 
weaker American competitors, 
thrown only into competition with for- 
eign competitors; and that the first ef. 
fort to meet this new competition 
would be made by cutting down wages, 
and would therefore be primarily at the 
cost of labor. In the case of some of 
our greatest trusts such a change 
might confer upon them a positive ben- 


efit. Speaking broadiy, it is evident 
that the ir in the tariff will af- 


fect the tru for weal or for woe sim- 
ply as they affect the whole country. 
The tariff affects trusts only as it af- 
fects all other interests. It makes all 
these interests, large or small, profit- 
able; and its benefits can be taken 
from the large only under penalty of 
taking them from the small also. 

To sum up, then, we must as a people 
approach a matter of such prime eco- 
nomic importance as the tariff from the 
standpoint of our business needs. We 
cannot afford to become fossilized or to 
fail to recognize the fact that as the 
needs of the country change it may be 
necessary to meet these new needs Dy 
changing certain features of our tariff 
laws. Still less can we afford to fall to 
recognize the further fact that these 
changes must not be made until the 
need for them outweighs the disadvan- 
tages which may result; and when. it 
becomes necessary to make them they 
should be made with full recognition 
of the need of stability in our economic 
system and of keeping unchanged th¢ 
principle of that system which has 
now become a settied policy in our na- 
tional life. We have prospered mar- 
velously at home. As a nation we 
stand in the very forefront in the giant 
international industrial competition of 
the day. We canpot afford by any 
freak of folly to forfeit the position to 
which we have thus triumphantly at- 


SHORT STOP AT ST. PAUL. 
ADDRESS AT STATE CAPITOL. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

ST. PAUL (Minn.) April 4.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt spent but three hours 
in this city this afternoon, before be- 
ing whisked over to Minneapolis in 
Thomas Lowry’s private electric car 
for an equally strenuous period in that 
city. The President's special rain 
was one minute ahead of the schedule, 
arriving on the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul at 2:28, after an uneventful 
run from Winona, where a large crowd 
had listened to him, and cheered bim 
for leas than five minutes. On the run 
up a few minutes were given to the 
people at Lake City, whose cheers 
brought out a hearty expression of 
thanks from the President.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Upon in- 
formation received in Washington 
through private sources, it is learned 
that Sefior Concha, formerly Minister 
to Washington, is not making a fight 
against the ratification of the canal 
treaty, as has been stated. It is stated 
that he lives in a suburb, some dis- 
tance out of Bogota, and that’ since 
his return to his home from Washing- 
ton, he has visited Bogota but three 
or four times. It is said in _ these 
private letters that Concha ex- 
pressed his opinion, which is adverse 
to the treaty, but has gone no further. 
Fefior Silva, also fornier Minister to 
the United States, who had been 
counted on to vigorously opposé the 
treaty, died in Colombia Febraury 11. 

Nevertheless, information comes from 
Bogota that there are some very bit- 
ter opponents of the treaty, as well as 
ardent champions. Information is lack- 
ing in Washington which will show 
just who have been elected members 
of the Colombian Congress, so it is im- 
possible thus early to make a poll 
which will indicate the prospects of 
the treaty'’s passage through the Colom. 
bilan Congress. 

It is expected that the Congres- 
Antioquia and Cauca, will be favorably 
disposed, owing to the geographica! lo- 
cation of these two States, with re- 
spect to the canal.

The 
very enthusiastic audience which had 
been clapping and cheering to a man, 
since the entrance of Cutch, simply 
rose and howled to speak rather in- 
elegantly, and amid clapping, ‘‘bravos” 
and shouts of appreciation, the “four 
armed men on stilts,” and all the other 
glories of the retainers of tch, 
slowly made the circuit of the amphi- 
theater and disappeared view. 
His Highness of Junagargh had 
brought only twenty-five Arab retain- 
ers, but such delightful beings, with 
their straight noses, their keen eyes 
and their air of tremendous pride and 
fuperiority! 

GUNS OF SOIAD GOLD. 

The Cackwear of Paroda showed his 
famous guns of solid gold and silver, 
mounted on elephants and surrounded 
vy gunners in the native uniform: and 
20 on through the long list of thirty- 
five of the native States; each one dif- 
ferent, each seemingly more gorgeous 
than the last. There were gold and 
silver carriages drawn by small white 
bullocks with gilded horns and hoofs 
and with necklaces around their necks: 
a huge two-story carriage, with lat- 
ticed, glided windows and gold stand- 
ing lamps at each corner, drawn by 
four very large elephants; another very 
roomy carriage, drawn by six camels 
with ropes through their poor noses: 
a company of eleven camels with guns, 
or, a8 the programme had it, “eleven 
armed camelry.” 

There were horses which made the 
whole circuit in leaps, others which 
danced in regular steps, and one which 
walked om his hind legs for yards at 
atime. There was a leaping elephant, 
poor, clumsy beast—but he did his 
allotted part to the best of his abil. 
ity; and there were six men wrapped 
in snowy chuddahs. standing straight 
upon thelr horses. There was an 
elephant covered with chain armor, 
very becoming to his dark gray hide, 
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and there were horses with pein 
legs, bright green or red. 21 
The Maharao Rajah of Bundi, besides 
five elephants, a most delightful native 
band and a horse with a kettle drum to 
—_ ~ the weird sounds, had a mounted 
attendant, gorgeously arra arry! 
Kota was greeted with mad enthu- 
siasm, for his retinue was 
by fifteen Nagas or military ascetics, 
who, nearly naked, with long, dirty 
hair and faces and bodies covered with 
ashes, struck attitudes, charged at each 
other with curved biades, and were 
altogether so wild and unusual that the 
onlookers were taken by storm. 
AN INDESCRIBABLE SCENE. 
The Rajah of Nabha, besides seven 
elephants, palanquins, and a gorgeous 
state carriage, had twenty-seven men 
on foot carrying most barbaric-looking 
maces, spears and umbrellas, most 
wonderful umbrellas, too, one of them 
one mass of embroide of tiny seed 
pearis on red satin, cat end his 
procession, a lot of greyhounds in 
leash and attendants carrying hooded 
falcons on their wrists. The color, the 
gorgeous glitter, the barbaric music, 
the elephants and camels, it ts tnde- 
scribabie! Jind had among other 
things his state carriage of solid sil- 
ver, in most beautiful design, and six 
of the. emaciated “soldier devotees.” 
Patiala, the boy Maharajah, had a 
magnificent display, a wonderful silver 
carriage, two horn-blowers, who de- 
lighted the aesembled multitude by 
blowing at the top of their strength; 
two horsemen bearing their chief's 
carpet, entirely of seed pearis, and his 
gold mirror; six footmen carrying odd- 
looking maces and emblems, and an 
elephant bearing the sacred book of 
the Sikhs, besides many other ele 
phants, horses covered with cloth of 
gold, cresset and torchbearers, and 
every other thing seemingly that one's 
most vivid picture of the East could 
contain. By far the moat interesting 
were the men of Burma—a very smal) 
body of them, and small -men, with a 
somber Chinese cast of countenance, 
but such costumes!

URDEROUS ASSAULT 
WEAR LONG BEACH. 


ONE MEXICAN PEON FIERCELY 
BEATS ANOTHER. 


Officers of Law Taking Stern Meas-

MADE THEIR OWN CLOTHES. 

There was a story afloat that he 
used to eke out his scarity income by 
giving drawing lessons, although as a 
matter of fact he never had any 
knack for drawing and left all that 
kind of thing to his wife, who isan 
artist of no mean talent.

He abominates functions 
and ceremonials, but when they can- 
not be avoided, he goes through them 
with a stately dign! * that many an- 
other monarch might envy. 

The Kateer's prospective birthday 
visit to King Christian makes this 
year’s family reunion uncommonly im- 
portant. All through King Christian's 
reign there has been soreness between 
Denmark and Germany over that an- 
nexed province of Schileswig-Holistein.

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MPERIAL (Cal.) Apri! 2, 1903.—The 

Imperial Valley is day by day adding 

to its population, new improvements 
and industrtes. 

Banker W. F. Holt has perpetually 
leased whats known as the East Side 
Waste gate 4rop from the California 
Development Company for the purpore 
of developing clectrical energy, to de 
utilized In the establishment of cream- 
erles and for milling purposes. The 
drop is situated immediately ining 
the East Side big dam, in i rial 
Water Company. No. 5, and has 4 fall 
of seventeen feet. A large volume of 
water pa over this drop, and i is 
capable of developing about one thou- 
sand horse power. Mr, Holt will imme- 
diately install a plant sufficient in ca- 
pacity to operate two or three cream- 
eries, and a mili for flouring and 
grinding pul poses. 

In this connection it will not be amiss 
to state that Banker Holt has been of 
infinite benefit to the Imperial settie- 
ments. It was he who installed the firgt 
telephone system, and erected the first 
church edifice. It was he who, in con- 
nection with the president of the 
California Development Company, A. 
li. hieber. organized the Imperial and 
Gulf Railway, and subscribed and paid 
in cash to its capital stock $7200, and 
began, its construction. It was he whe 
bought out the controlling interest in 
the First National Pank of Imperial, 
and opened it up for business which 
has been a great stimulus to the de- 
velopment of the valley, and an ac- 
commeodation to the settler. It was he 
who organised Imperial Water Com- 
pany No. 7, covering an area situate 
immediately south of the-East Side 
dam, and to the Mexican border. He 
bought and paid for a majority of its 
capital stock, and obligated himeelf to

But in the meantime, while he 
bas been in a manner a philanthro- 
pist, he has at the same time bene- 
fited himself financially to the extent 
of about a hundred thousand: dollars.

The California Development Com- 
pany has issued inatructions for the 
construction, as fast as men and money 
ean do the fork. of the East Side main 
forty-foot éanal north to a point touch- 
ing the fowngship iIine. a distance of 
about fourteen miles from the intake. 
Said canal will furnish water fer about 
40,000 acres, 15.000 of which has been 
soid and the distributing system, com- 
pleted, and the owners of the land are 
now taking possession, improving the 
property and planting the same to 
crops of various kinds. 

The Imperial Copstruction Company 
has about completed its flume across 
the New River, some six miles north- 
west of Imperial. and is constructing 
the distributing system, under contract, 
for Imperial Water Company. No. &, 
covering a territory comprising about 
70,000 acres of some of the best lands 
in the vailey. The system will be, com- 
pleted by October 1. A portion of it 
will be ready to be utilized for planting 
summer crops. 

The California Development Company 
has a corps qf engineers exploring the 
territory, immediately west and north 
of the last-named system, with a view 
of extending wne of ite main branch 
canals to the territory, in order to sup- 
ply the inereasing Gemand for tande 
The engineers report the discovery of 
an excellent body of land in q(hat local- 
ity. Heretofore it has pot been ex- 
plored. 

Frank 8S. Miller, the new proprietor 
of the thriving and bustling town of 
Brawley, situate on the line of the Im- 
perial and Gulf way. a branch of 
the Southern Pactfic, about ten miles 
north of Imperial, ts planning extensive 
improvements for his town. He will 
immediately establish a bank. a hotel 
and two stores, for all of which he will 
erect sultable and substantial buildings. 
He will also erect a number of dwell- 
ings to supply the wants of the town. 
It will require about $20,000 to carry out 
the work, which has been planned. Mr. 
Miller is recently from Pitteburgh, and 
is backed by influential and wealthy 
easterners, with plenty of money at his 
command. The’town of Brawley is ex. 
tremely well situated, and it is predicted 
by those who ought to be in a position 
to know that it will develop into one of 
the best towns in the valley, and it be- 
hooves the Imperialite to keep an eye 
open and watch it grow. 

The Southern Pacific management is 
arranging to put schedule trains to 
the line from Old Beach to Imperial 
during this week, when the old method 
of travel by stage will be entirely dis- 
pensed with between those two points. 
and which will be a gladsome day for 
all who are interested in the septle- 
ments. 

There are now about a thousand 
head of fat cattle in the valley ready 
for shipment, and as soon as the stock 
yards which have been ordered in- 
stalled at Imperial are completed, ship- 
ments will begin to the Angeles 
and other markets. 

Settlers are coming into the valley 
daily, with their stock, implements and 
household effects, preparatory to mak- 
ing permanent residents, and it is con- 
fidently predicted that within the next 
twelve months the population in the 
valley, whigh is now about 4000, will 
be trebled.

LONDON, March 21.--Although Pen-

Fach chorus has_its own orchestra 
and ite own orgafi accompaniment. At 
the performance in the 8|. Thomas 
Church. the most celebrated singers 
from all parte of the world are eng 
gaged to perform the solos. There 
are about two hundred and fifty in- 
struments playing. and e choir con- 
sists of about four hund Vv s. The 
double orchestra is composed oboes, 
flutes and stringed instruments. As 
Bach's work requires more sweetness 
and expression of tone than power 
noisy instruments Iike those of brass 
and drums are entirely avoided. Every

There is not one 
chorus of rejoicing to be heard, not 


one paean of praise. While many of 
Bach's oratorios close with a glorious 
“hallelujah,” his “Matthew Passion” 
has none. 


THE DOURLE CHORUS. 
The members of the double chorus 
are not piaced on one and the same 
platform. One choir stands in front of 
the organ, the other in an opposite 
direction, in a gallery, scarcely to be 
seen. When the first part of the mu- 
sic opens with a reflection sung by 
the double chorus, every hearer is sur- 
prised because of the mysterious choir 
which is not te be seen, and vet is so 
perfectiy responding with brief inter- 
regatorica, and at iast taking part in 
the sorrowful strains of the first 
chorus- hKommt, ihre Thehtor lasat 
uns klagen; (Come, ye Daughters, 
weep for anguish.) The instrumental 
melody interwoven with these choruses 
is a perfect masterwork. The crown- 
ing piece is a magnificent choral sung 
only by the sopranos, beginning with 


the words: *“© Lamm Gottes, un- 
schuldig an Stamm des Kreuzes 
erwuerget,” (0 Lamb of God, all 
blameless, crucified for us.) This 


choral is followed by another wonder- 
ful one, “Oh, Hebster Jesu. was hast 
Du verbrochen?’” (0 dearcet Jesus, 
what hast Thou committed’) which 
Same sweet melody app@ars in other 
of the work,’ va¥tiously har- 
monized. The introductory choruses 
are followed by recitatives. Imme- 
diately afterward another beautiful 
choral follows with the words:

the aria preceding it. Beyond all de- 
scription touching and sad in its char- 
acter of sweetness and gentleness is 
the musical scene of the Lord's Sup- 
per, as the diacipics ask, one after an- 
other, “Herr, bin ich?” (Lord. is it 1?) 
After Judas has asked the Lord. an- 
other choral is sung. “Ach. Meine 
Suenden Haben Dich Verraten” (Tis 
My Sins Betray Thee.) This chera! Is 
se overwhelming that most of the 
hearers cannot help but burst out in 
sighs. Ther a recitative of a very im- 
pressive aracter follows, conveying 
the divine ‘injunction, and leading up 
to a graceful and tender aria for se- 
prano, “Niemals Wird Mein Herz Dich 
Nerleugnen” ‘(Never Will My Heart 
Deny Thet.”)

I close by quoting Mr. Dwight's own 
words regarding the end of the work 
when it was performed at the Triennial 
Festival of th» Handel and Haydn S»- 
ciety in Boston. In no way can the 
feelings of all thoee who have heard 
Bach's “Matthew Passion’ be better 
expressed. He writes: “How full of 
grief, of tender, spiritual love, of faith 
and peace, of the heart's heiven smil- 
ing through tears, is this tone-elegy' 
So should the parsion music core, and 
not with fugue of praise and triumph 
like an oratorio. How sweety. eventy. 
the harmony flows on—a broad, rich. 
deep. pellucid river, swollen as by 
countiess rills from all the loving 
bleetirg and believing hearts in a re.

heavenly farewell!. It is human. ase if 
it, too, hed breath and consio:-s frel- 
ing. you still crave mo e of it: fer it is 
as if your soul Were baihed in new 
life, inexhaustible.

The Pope's Magnificent Wardrobe. 


The Pope has the largest and most 
costiy wardrobe in the whole civilised 
world. Three large roores at the Vati- 
can hardly suffice to contain the Pope's 
wardrobe. and a special body of 
servants is told off to keep it in or- 
der. Fech day tn the year has ites 
appropriate garment, which varies in 
color, weight and value, according to 
the season. 

The slippers alone are innumerable, 
all being made of velvet and embroid- 
ered, and the Pope has no excuse for 
not knowing his left foot from his right. 
for the design is different on each 
slipper. The gioves are. if anythine, 
more numerous than the slippers. 
They are made of thp finest white wool, 
embroidered with pearis. 

The woo! for the gloves, and for all 
the garments of the Pope into which 
wool enters, is the product of a special 
flock of sheep dedicated for the purpose 
by a family who have had the special 
privilege of supplving the Pontiffe with 
wool since the sixteenth century.

CUT IN SHINGLES. 


Largest Mills in Washington Continue 
Running and Piling Up an Immense 
Surplus Stock. 


(SPRECTAL CORRFSPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
TACOMA (Wash.) April 2.—Whether 
to remain running at full blast or close 
down indefinitely is the question con- 
fronting the owners of 350 shingle milis 
in Western Washington. It was ex- 
pected that this week's meeting of the 
Washington Cedar Shingle Manufac- 
turers’, Association would result in an 
order for a general shut-down. Instead 
some of the largest mills represented 
gave notice that they would not close 
down, preferring to keep running and 
pile up an immense stock. It was shown 
that the shingle market is in the proc- 
ess of collapsing, owing to an immense 
overproduction and a moderate de. 
mand. Several thousand carloads of 
shingles are on the tracks, in transit 
or stored in Minneapolis. Prices of 
stars have been cut from the associa- 
tion price of $1.75 a thousand to $1.40. 
Further cuts in prices are probable, 
and most serious results are feared if 
surplus stocks continue to pile up. 

In view of these facts it was decided 
to hold another meeting next Saturday, 
and in the meantime to send a circular 
to the entire 350 mills with an urgent 
request for an expression of opinion on 
the shutting-down proposition. Figures 
were presented showing that since Jan- 
uary 1, 1902, the shingle output has in- 
creased ©) per cent. and the lumber 
output 870,000,000 feet per year over the 
output of 1901. Last year’s cut was ap- 
proximately six billion shingles and 
two billion feet of lumber. One of the 
largest manufacturers declared that 
the time has come to solve the problem 
by the survival of the fittest, weeding 
out the smaller mille. He declared his 
in@ention of running his plant to its 
full capacity regardiess of all others, 
taking the position that to maintain 
prices by closing down simply invited 
another influx of new mills and further 
increased competition.

The Kaiser Studying Our Trade. 


There is no doubt but that the Kaiser ts studying the 
situation and the evidence is that he looks upon our 
success as a foregone conclusion. At any rate he is do- 
ing all he can to get into our commercial band wagons. 
He is advising the manufacturers to copy American 
methods and is sending his officials across the water to 
learn what they are. Privy Councellor Goldberger, who 
recently visited the United States and upon his return 
wrote a book treating of our industries, was received 
with high favor at court.

Pierpont Morgan 
Was recently made much of by His Majesty, and an en- 
tertainment which the Kaiser gave to prominent Amer- 
feans at Kiel was probably actuated by the desire to 
cultivate American trade.

Indeed the Germans are very proud of their Emperor 
end they follow his lead more than is generally sup- 
posed. They copy his manners and dress. Take. for in- 
stance, the ugly green felt hats with feathers in them 
which you often see on the streets of Berlin and other 
German cities. No American would wear one, but the 
German patriot is proud to do so because the Emneror 
wears such a hat when out hunting. I will not say that 
when the Kaiser takes snuff all Germany sneezes, but 
there is no doubt that it is dve to his exafple that the 
most of the Germans cur! their mustaches so that they 
tickle their noses. The Kaiser schnurrbart or mustache 
bas made the fortune of many a wax maker here and 
patent mustache curlers are advertised in the p2pers. 
His Majesty waxes his mustache so that its ends turn 
out like a bow. and every young German, official and 
eommoner, does likewise. Some men carry combs in 
their pockets and you can see them slyly arranging 
their ufustaches in the street cars, holding their hands 
over their faces as they do so. Every one gives his mus- 
tache a twist at odd moments, and all, from the hotel 
waiter to the highest military official, are proud if they 
ean preserve the Kaiserly curl. 


A Business Emperor. 


The Kaiser is a good business man. One of the chief 
manufacturers of Frankfort on the Main thus expressed 
ft to me the other day: 

“He is the business head of this business nation. He 
knows more about our German industries than any 
other man, and he does more than anyone else to push 
German trade. It is he who keeps us alive by his bra'ns 
afd farsightedness. The trouble is he has no money 
and the country is poor. If he were Kinz of England 
or had a country like the United States, he would make 
it boom and in time he would commereially conquer the 
earth. As it is he is manacied by lack of resources and 
lack of capital. What he wants is more land and more 
money, and for this reason he is auxious to have colo- 
pies.” 

Said Consul-General Guenther of Frankfort: 

“The Kaiser is not appreciated in America. He Is hk 
Genius, not only from a business standpoint, but from al- 
most every Other standpoint. He can do many thins well. 
He can paint, write poetry and compose music. He is a 
great thinker and in everything a leader. fF have never 
known a man to work as he does. He frequently comes 
to the watering places near Frankfort for a vacation.

He had 
elose connections with the Krupps and frequently studied 
the gun factory. He makes. the Crown Prince go to 
such places and plans tours for him by which he is ac- 
quiring a practical view of industrial and commercial as 
well as military Germany. 

The Kaiser has visited all the big factories about fer- 
Iin. He attends every exposition and during the past 
year has several times honored the Dusseldorf exposi- 
tion with hie presence. At the same time he keeps track 
of the various commercial and manufacturing conven- 
tions, and apparently looks upon the whole empire as 
his business field, regarding it his duty to push it in 
every possible way.

I doubt whether 
either ever had the dyspepsia, and if he should have it, 
he would not go to a doctor, but would jump upon his 
horse and ride it off. 

Both Roosevelt and the Kaiser are fond of horses. 
Both ride often and ride hard. Roosevelt keeps a num- 
ber of saddle horses. The Emperor can afford more and 
has more. His saddle horses are carefully selected. 
They are noted for their speed and staying powers. 
They must obey’ quickly and they must be exercised 
daily in order to stand any kind of a strain put upon 
them. 
Two Good Family Men. 
~ Both the President and the Emperor are good family 
men. They are good husbands and good fathers. They 
rule their own households, and, as far as I can learn, 
neither will have any foolishness as to the education 
or training of the children. Some of the Roosevelt lIit- 
tle ones go to the common schools in Washington. They 
have limited allowances, and do some of their shopping 
at the Seventh street stores. 

The Kaiser's children are brought up to work. They 
hgve to mind their teachers. They are trained in gym- 
nastics, sleep upon hard beds and eat plain food. They 
are made to mind, as is evideneed by many of the 
stories wich are told in Berlin. One such relates to the 
Crown Prince. It happened years ago when he was 
much younger than he is now. He was drilling his lit- 
tle brothers, and when one of the boys did pot keep 
step he marched up to him and wrung his ear. The 
Kaiser saw this and objected. The boy replied: “I am 
' the Crown Prince, and according to law my brothers are 
bound to obey me.” “Yes, that is.true,” said the Kaiser. 
“As Crown Prince your brothers must obey you, bul you 
/muet aleo remember that I am the Kalser, and as such 
| you have to obey me. I order you not te do that again.” 
| The Kaiser and the Army. 

This comparison holds good as to military matters.

Either would rather be combatted than’ rule peacefully. 
| Both believe tn fighting and both are proud of their as-

| men, and it is said that he knows more than 10.000 of his 
‘officers persOnally and can call them by name. He speads 
a large part of his time at the army parades and always 
attends the maneuvers. He wears the uniforms of the 
different regiments and hes an official rank in many of 
them. He is never prouder than when attending a re- 
view. He understanis éverything connected with his 
soldiers from private to ceneral. He believes in the 
army, and wants to increase it at amy expense and at 
any cost.

Further down the valley the photographers came 
upon the maén herd, headed by Old Tuskegee; who is 
said to be the largest bison in existence, weighing over 
3000 pounds. Tuskegee is covered with a network of scars 
and has only one eye and the remnant of a tail left, as 
the result of his many fights. He has been seen to 
give battle to three pugnacious bull elk at once and has 
killed several of them in combat. A few summers ago 
Tuskegee left the berd and charged a six-in-hand coach, 
goring one of the horses so badly it had to be shot. 
The coach was nearly overturned by the frightened 
horses, and the tourists were almost frenzied with ter- 
ror. An order was at once issued by the park superin- 
tendent, directing that Old Tuskggee be shot on sight. 
For a month a special detail from the fort scoured the 
hills in search of him, but the old buffalo had retreated 
into the impenetrable forests above the maip road and 
nothing was seen of him for nearly two years. Then 
one morning a sixteen-point elk was found crushed and 
torn and trampled in the mud of the Violet Springs, 


The traveler who avoids the beaten trails, however, is 
sure to be rewarded by a sight of these animals as well 
as by many other members of the wild population of 
Uncle Sam's great park. 

The bear in Yellowstone Park have increased more 
largely than any other family of animals. Théy afford 
the greatest amusement and interest to tourists, owing 
to the fact that their inquisitive nature prompts them to 
haunt the trails and wagon roads. Bears of all shades 
and sizes can be seen in almost any quarter of the park 
and campers will do well to guard their supplies from 
the paws of these prying beasts. The bears come down 
im great numbers to the hotels to feed upon the garb- 
age piles. Here it is that tourists get many pictures 
of the animals. In some instances, however, the ap- 
parent tameness of the Yellowstone Park bears has re- 
sulted in giving tourists a severe fright. Seeing the 
bears around the hotels, tourists are sometimes inclined 
to believe that the animals are tame, and consequently 
they approach too close to the wild creatures in other 
locations, thereby actually endangering their lives. It 
is forbidden by the park regulations for anyone to feed 
the bears except at the regular garvage piles, but this

with more than ordinary interest, because unusual 
s'enificance attaches to its outcome. It is a sort of test 
case. The success or failure of our efforts here will 
Ludoubtedly have a direct influence upon the future of 
Weet Indian affairs. Although the chain of islands com- 
posing the West Indian group are wonderfully endowed 
with fertility of soil and desirability of climate, the!r com- 
mercial prosperity has been suffering a gradual decline. 
Students of the situation assert that their retrogression 
is but the result of unequal conditions; they are like 
a house that is divided against itself. They are owned 
by various European powers, and, as children joins 
im the quarrels of their elders, are party to the preju- 
dicial wranglings and racial dissensions which sap the 
vitality of the Old World and constantly menace its 
peace. 

Aside from the lack of what is known nowadays as 
“community of interest’ between the islands, Europe is 
too far away to afford a market for their products, and 
the proximity of the United States makes them naturally 
dependent upon it for the sale of their stuff. Their 
exact position is really like a lot of youngsters who 
have a place to sleep, but whose parents do not properly 
provide for them, thus forcing them to rustle among 
the neighbors for a scant livelihood. The very plausible 
argument is advanced that if these dependent ones could 
eat and sleep under the same roof they would be much 
better off.

These are the great questions that little Porto Rico 
must prove or disprove. 

If one listens to all the talk that comes to his ears, 
eas he knocks about the West Indies, and does not take 
the trouble to go beneath it for the facts, the impres- 
sion will soon be formed that the Americans have made 
@ bad botch of their attempt to inaugurate a new era 
@m the little pearl of the Caribbean. Realizing that upon

This interna) dissatis‘action, al- 
though of other origin, is as natural as the external, 
when its real nature is understood. It is caused by an 
overdose of politics. There is really nothing alarming 
in this, as it is a well-known fact that weeds w!!! flour- 
ish in new soil—until they are turned under. There is 
no denying that one result of the new conditions is a 
bad crop of native politicians, but these need not be 
permitted to thrive to any great extent. Taken at their 
worst they can have little influence on the general com- 
mercial ‘ituation. A few cracked heads. caused by 
local issues can hardly have any influence on the sale of 
the island’s coffee in New Orleans, its cigars in New 
York. or its oranges in Pittsburgh. The local fighters 
will have to nurse their bumps and learn to keep out 
of trouble in the future.

Two Views of Chamberlain 


Most ADMIRED AND Most Hatrep 
MAN IN ENGLAND. 


By Spccial Centribu or. 


than Joseph Chamberlain. 
Yet there is no Englishman less known. Here are 
two glimpses of Mr. Chamberlain's personality and char- 
acter. which show the man as he really is—not as he is 
painted by his enthusiastic friends and by Ws bitter 
foes. 
One foggy November morning in 1901 I met Mr. Cham. 
berlain at the Colonial Office in London. [| had just 
arrived from the West lLodies. and he sent for me be- 
cause he desired certain information regarding the po- 
litical and commercia! conditions of those islands which 
I happened to be in a position to give hm. 
The newsboys in the streets were selling “specia) ex- 
tras” like wildfire. The name of Chamberlain loomed 
big on their placards; it was on the lips of every passer- 
by. Two nights before he had made a speech which 
caused bad blood between Germany and England. Court 
Von Bulow had just made a bitter reply. and everybo(y 
was wondering whether Mr. Chamberlain would return 
to the attack in another speech that evening. England — 
Europe even—had not been so excited for montha. 
Meanwhile, Mr. Chamberlain was quietly sitting in 
his room at the Colonial Office discussing with an in- 
significant colonist such details #3 the depth of water 
im the smaller harbors of Jamaica and the best way to 
tax the Jamaican peasant. You would have thought 
“mo be had never heard of Germany or Count Von Bu- 


entered the room and said: 

“Mr. Balfour has wired, sir, asking you to take his 
place at the meeting tonight. He is indisposed and can- 
not speak. He suggests that you should reply to the 
German Chancellor.” 

“Tell him I am sorry, but it is impossible.”’ Mr. Cham- 
berlain answered. “I am busy this morning wit) this 
gentieman from Jamaica, and cannot prepare anything. 
Tonight I have to see a gentleman from Ceylon.” 
“Could you not postpone thai?” the secretary ventured 
to suggest. 

“Impoesible.” said Mr. Chamberlain. sharply. “He 
bas come thousands of miles to see me, and, in my 
case, colonial business takes precedence of everything 
else.” 

Herein lies the secret of Mr. Chamberlain's power. He 
never spares himself trouble, he goes to the root of 
things. and he is not moved a hair's breadth by the 
wind of popular clamor. Europe may shriek if it cares 
to, but be goes richt on, unruffled, with his day's work. 
Mr. Chamberlain received me in a large, handsomely 
furnished room, hung with portraits of former Colonial 
Ministers. Unlike the offices of most British Cabinet 
Ministers, it was absolutely destitute of official papers 
or any signs of work. Mr. Chamberlain does not bur- 
den himself with the work of a secretary, like many 
politicians. He sits down comfortably in an easy chair. 
with a cigar. thinks for a moment, gives a few sketchy 
orders to an amanuensis—and dhe thing ts done. It 
may be a new Constitution for South Africa or the ap- 
pointment of a prison warden in the Seychellas—it is 
all the same. It comes in the day's work, and is done 
like clockwork, without the least worry or fuss. 

His Eagerness to Please. 

‘ The private secretary introduced me, and Mr. Cham- 
berlein was extremely cordial. It is commonly supposed 
by those who have not met him that his manner is 
brusque and cold; but. as a fact, there is no public man 
more courteous. He has a distinct personal] charm, and 
at times he displays an almost pathetic eagerness to 
please. This was shown al the outset of our talk. 
“Will you bave a cigar?” he asked. “They are from 
your own colony, and you will agree with me that the 
Jamaican cigars are the best in the world.” 

It was impossible to keep from wondering whether he 
kept other boxes in bis desk filled with Trinchinopoly 
cheroots for visitors from Ceylon and Borneo cigars for 
the men from Borneo. 

“Let me introduce you to the Earl of Onslow,” he pro- 
ceeded. “We try to look after the colonies as well as 
we can together.” 

The contrast between the two men was remarkable. 
Mr. Chambertain’s face was alive with eager, intense 
intelligence. None of his photographs does him justice. 
He looks like a man who is pure brain. without an ounce 
of the animal, and he is much better looking than he is 
represented to be. At first sight he seems not more 
than 45; but a little scrutiny reveals that his jet black 
hair is dyed and that in other ways art has repaired the 
ravages of time. He is precise about his personal ap- 
pearance, and appeared on this occasion as if he had 
just been turned out of a bandbox. 

Lord Onslow, on the other hand, was slovenly dressed. 
His get-up was more like a petty shopkeeper's than a 
stateeman’s. His face was heavy and gloomy, lls ex- 
pression dull, his conversation feeble and ill-formed. 
Yet he had governed great British colonies and held the 


post of Under Secretary of State for the colonies. 
Chamberlain's Great Knowledge of Petty Affairs. 

As we talked, Mr. Cham berlain ‘showed a marvelous 
knowledge of the petty local affairs of the West Indies. 
With the enormous strain of the South African War on 
his shoulders, he had yet found time to study the latest 
developments of their intricate parochia! politics. 


Lord Onslow could not conceal bis admiration. 
“'Pon my word, (hbamberlain,” he said. “You seem to 


know everything about every colony there is. How do 


manage it?” 
“It is simple enough, Onslow.” was the quiet reply.

There is plenty 
of room for all of us in the immense task of civilizing 
the tropics, but, I fear, America will find the work ® 
great deal harder than she ever dreamed of. In deal- 
ing with people like those in the Philippines, she will 
have to modify the principles of government materially. 
I see no hope for tropical civitizaton except in benevoe 
lent, firm, practically despotic government. Self-gov- 
ernment is a hopeless propcsition.”

He takes up these balls, 
one at a time and puts them into the machine. 
machine winds about them, more regularly than hands 
eould do, a very strong and pure quality of woolen yarn 
of a biuish hue. The yarn is of the thickness that is 
ealled four-ply; it is about as thick, that is, as a straw. 
After enough of it has been wound about the Para rub- 
ber center to make a bal! two inches in diameter. the 
machine stops of its own accord, and the boy removes 
the little bal] and places it on the shelf upon his left. 
Then he puts in the machine another Para rubber cen- 
ter-piece, and the instrument begins again to wind its 
woolen yarn about the rubber. This boy and this ma- 
ebine make, between them, little balls, half rubber and 
balf yarn, two inches in diameter. That is their whole 
duty. Fifty boys and fifty machines do this work wit 

@ clocklike regularity in the big room. : 

There are a half dozen smaller boys who go to and fro 
with baskets, gathering up the two-inch balls as they 
ere finished. These boys take them to a young man 

er in one corner, a young man called a “dipper.” The 
dipper stands beside a vat, the size of a bathtub, that 
is filled with a fluid as thin and colorless as watey—a 
fluid that resembles water precisely. In this vat he dips 
the balls, and then stands them aside for a little while 
to dry. The weak-looking fluid is in reality a very pow- 
erful plastic composition, or liquid cement, and it is 
this composition which insures to the balls a perma- 
pent roundness, which prevents them from ever being 
(as the phrase is,) batted out of shape. 

The balls now go to fifty other boys at fifty other 
machines. These machines are like the first ones, only 
they are differently regulated. They wind upon the balls 
@ second inch of a finer woolen yarn—first a three-ply 
and then a threé-ply white yarn—and the balls are

ball sewing. This is because the alum used in the tan- 
ning of the covers would rot silk, and because batting 
would break the fibers of linen. Thus balls sewed with 
silk or linen would be ripped apart ere three or four 
innings were played. . 

The men sit on saddles, astride, and two wooden arms 
hold the balls firm before them. They fit on a pair of 
covers, pull them tight with tweezers, clamp them to- 
gether with staples, and then sew them, with very 
strong thread of red or blue, through the perforations 
made in their cdges by the machines. After the sewing 
a ball’s seams are rough. Therefore it is rolled first by 


hand and c«fterward by machinery. Then into 
a machine goes the ball, and rounc and 

it rolls, in a circle five feet in diimeter, 
till it has traversed six or seven miles. It emerges 


thence quite smooth—a perfect ball now, ready to be 
stamped, packed, and put upon the market.

Their covers are made of an alum-tanned horsehide 
that is as soft and white as the gloves men wear at 
Bight with their evening clothes.

As the hide comes to the factory from the tanner’s, 
it 1s knee-staked. To knee-stake a bide is to get all 
the stretch, all the elasticity, out of it. A robust young 
man lays it across an upright plank, or stake, that is 
knee bigh, and he draws it back and forth; he bears 
down on it as hard as he can: he stretches it to its 
utmost limit.

Soon the sale ’ 
dropped to almust a standstill, except at the two or 
three most fashicnable and costly “bars,” where none 
but Whitstable oysters are kept—they being beyond 
suspicion—and things became so bad for everybody con- 
nected with the oyster trade—which employs about 40,- 
000 men—tha: the Oyster Merchants’ Committee 
gathered hurriedly together at Fislmongers’ Hall, with 
expert doctors and bacteriologisis in attendance, and re- 
solved to test all the oyster districts In the country. 

Meanwhile, oysters are about as salable as spoiled 
hay, and nobody will look at them. Many oyster-grow- 
ers must inevitably be ruined if the scare continues—as 
many were in the last scare, about ten years ago. 

A few months past there were something like 20,000 
pork-pies per day sold in the large towns of Britain, 
when suddenly came a drop of 18,000. At Derby, where 
the best pork-pies come from, over 220 people were 
struck down by ptomaine poisoning through eating these 
delicacies, and many of them died. Down went the trade 
all over the country to the extent of over £500 per day. 

In many places they could be bought—sixpenny and 
shilling ones—at a penny and twopence each while the 
stock lasted, and there were few buyers even at that 
price. There is no way of telling a pork-ple that will 
poison you from a harmless one; and the pies that 
started the trouble came from a thoroughly honest and 
reputable maker, and were altogether honest and reput- 
able pies. The deadly ptomaine descended on them, and 
ilimess and death were the result. The seare and the 
loss was only an unfortunate accident. 

As to fish, there have been some extraordinary stam- 
pedes from them. Mackere! for severa] montis would 
not fetch a halfpenny apiece a few years ago, and were 
rotting in thousands for want of buyers. There was aa 
epidemic of mackerel poisoning in London and several 
seaports, and so fierce was the revolt against them that 
fishmongers would not receive them at all, restaurants 
struck them out of their bills of fare, and fishermen 
found it was useless to catch them, except for them- 
selves. 

The strip of flesh that lies along the spine of @ 
mackerel at certain times of the year is liable to sud- 
denly develop a violent irritant poison, which will make 
anyone who eats the fish seriously ill, even if it does 
not kill bim. It is a rare occurrence, however, this 
poisoning, and the mackerel is usually a most whole- 
some fish. The safest plan is not to pick the backbone 
too clean. The “mackerel scare” cost the trade over 
£100,000. The average value of the year’s mackerel caich 
is £300,000. 

Bread made from Polish wheat aMicted With “grey 
smut” was distinctly dangerous a dozen years back; 
and when about 150 people suddenly became [!! the scare 
set in. A great many people took no notice: but a big 
alarmist section tried the unique measyre of doing 
without bread aliogether, as it was found almost im- 
possible at first to be certain of not getting Polish wheat.

Through the Zeta Valley. 


Mohammed, a faithful guide who had been with me 
through almost al! of my Balkan wanderings, started 
out of Podgorica with me the morning afterward. We 
intended to return to our inn the next day, after a waik 
through the Zeta Valley. Instead, however, we did not 
find a comfortable resting place until a week afterward. 
and that in Risano on the Adriatic coast, and after we 
had continued otr tramp through the Zeta Valley, past 
Niksic, through the Montenegrin highlands and along 
the Herzegovina border to the sea. The lowlands 
through which the Zeta flows are walled on two sides by 
mountains and extend from Scutari Leke on the border 
of Albania to Herzegovina. It divides Montenegro into 
two parts: the historical and barren mountain region 
on the west, from the new Montenegro, with its moun- 
tain meadows, ite forests and new hopes for the princi- 
pality on the east. This valley, always the principal 
dependence of the country. was at the same time its 
most vulnerable section. Turkish invaders have ever 
used it as a base of supplies, and the failure to con- 
quer the Montenegrins was due to a great extent to 
their failure to maintain uninterrupted this artery of 
warfare. 

One of the system of roadways which Prince Nicholas 
has projected leads through this valley and beyond al- 
most to Niksie. This road, of which the original line 
‘was very likely that of an ancient Roman way, was 
improved hy the Turks that they might use it for the 
transportation of military supplies. That the Monte- 
negrins never completed it is due to the fact that fight- 
ing Turks and improving highways were never homo- 
geneous pursuits. 

Ruins for a Fortress. 


Soon after leaving Podgorica and crossing the old 
bridce over the Moraca we came upon the ruins of a 
Turkish fortress. The Montenegrins take pride in tell- 
ing you that years ago a small band of Vbeir country- 
men crossed that same bridge, blew up the powder mag- 
azine in the fortress, and edch carried away with him 
as many bloody heads of Turkish soldiers as he had 
time to sever from the bodies. This territory was for- 
merly Turkish. It came into the possession of Monte- 
negro through the Berlin treaty which gave the coun- 
try some of its most important towns and which at 
the same time almost doubled the area, and increased 
its population from 196,000 to 230,000. Podgorica at 
that time became a Montenegrin town, as did also the 


. neighboring places of Spuz and Zabljak. Podgorica has 


more than 3000 inhabitants, which makes it a good 
sized place for Montenegro. After its acquisition a new 
quarter was laid out and now the old town is given over 
mostly to the Mussulmans. The Montenegerins and 
their ancient enemies, the Albanians, dwell heré in com- 


them were crowded within the walls. Two mosques remind 


| of Turkish days, as did also the graveyard with its fal- 


len. crumbling monuments. The old fortification, which 
from its position evidently gontrolled this part of the 
valley, is now used by the Montenegrins as a store- 
house for ammunition. 

Spuz is one of the historic spots of Montenegro. It 
was Turkish and also remained so until it came to 
Montenegro through the treaty. To the Montenegrins 
with their mode of warfare and military equipment it 
was impregnable. Around its walls, however, raged 
the bloodiest of warfare, and many stories are told of 
the heroic deeds of the Black Mountain warriors. It 
was the scene of one of the most interesting pages of 
the Homeric entertainments furnished by the wander- 
ing. poets of the land. 

The Sultan, in 1856, determined to punish the Monte- 
negrins for their deflance of bis power, and diapatched 
an army for that purpose. They would have advanced 
into the heart of Montenegro before the people were 
aware of their foes having started, had they not been 
stopped near Spuz through the bravery of a village 
priest. An old man sitting on the of the louse 
where this bero once lived, told us the story accom- 
panying his monotonous sing-song by @icking on the 
guzia. Radonic was the name of the priest. His wife 
dreamed that great dark clouds floated up from bloody 
Turkey and united in an outpouring over Spuz. Sae 
told her husband, and in the nichttime when the Turks 
came with torches to burn and with scimitars to mur- 
der, the people of the village were ready to receive 
them. The priest fought at the head of his parishioners 
until he fell exhausted from wounds. As he lay dying 
he begged his nephews to carry away bis body that the 
Turks might not get his head, and ordered others to 
notify his countrymen of the advance of the enemy. 
The alarm was given and the invaders were driven 
back into the walls of Spuz. 

We walked back down into the valley again and fol- 
lowed the roadway with the sun beating fiercely down 
wpon our heads, The fields were in a high state of 
cultivation, and little houses sometimes in the midst of 
a group of fruit trees and sometimes inthe center of a 
little patch of cultivated land, were along the roadside. 
In the evening we reached Danilovgrad. This is one of 
the younger places of the land and was named in honor 
of Prince Danilo. To its position upon the spur of a 
mountain and half way between Podgorica and Niksic, 
it possibly owes its origin. It had been laid out with 
regularity and had evidently suffered from a collapsed 
real estate boom.

A few dollars, however, were of lit- 
tle cOnsequence in those times of financial tempests, 
when the humblest board shack rented for $150 a month, 
when flour was_$20 a barrel, potatoes 40 cents a pound, 
butter $1.50 a pound, and wood, which was packed 
about the streets on burros, was sold by the Mexican 
venders for $2 a sack. 

A Good Commercial Transaction. 

~ But fortune was amiable toward the determined pro- 
moter of education, and as the seamen had all deserted 
the ships and rushed for the mines, Mr. Pelton had no 


to unload the vessel in which he came around the Horn, 
while his wife was given $5 a day for acting in the ca- 
pacity of stewardess. The captain had an enormous 
quantity of rice on board for which there seemed to be 


cents a pound the captain gladly consented. The rice 
was loaded on a barge and taken ashore, where Mr. 
Pelton succeeded in disposing of it at 11 cents a pound, 
making $600.clear profit from the deal. This streak of 
good luck temporarily cleared the clouds from the finan- 
cial sky, and Mr. and Mrs. Pelton moved ashore and 
ensconced themselves in a $150 a month shack on Mar- 
ket street, which at that time was lined with ram- 
shackle buildings and was muddy and generally dis- 
heveled in appearance. 

Mr. Peiton’s next move was to talk to the towns- 
people and find out incidentally what encouragement 
and assistance he might expect in establishing a school, 
but in almost every instance the suggestion met with 
laughter, derision or indifference. As the residences 
were small, the most convenient place for the children 
to play was in the streets, and there they luxuriated in 
the mud like polliwogs, the parents in most instances 
being too busily engrossed in the race for gold to take 
notice cf the doings of their offspring. A tiny school- 
house had been built bya few enterprising citizens, but 
it was impossible to obtain a teacher at any price, 
as everybody was either making enormous fortunes in 
the mines or expected to make them, so the idea of a 
school was considered a glorious failure and abandoned, 
while the little building was turned into a jail which was 
liberally patronized by criminals of every type, who were 


cure, Finally, when Mr. Pelton found parties who 
seemed intérested in his cherished idea of a free school 
it was impossible to find a carpenter to put up a bulld- 
ing, as they were all after gold, but the question was set- 
tled at last by the Baptists offering the use of their lit- 
tle church, which was turned int6 an impromptu educa- 
tional institution during week days, with Mr. Pelton 
in charge, and thus it was that the school system took 


root in California. 
The First School Opened. 


One of the most eventful as well as one of the hap- 
piest mornings of Mr. Pelton’s life was on December 
26, 1849, when the merry, musical chimings of the bell 
which he had brought from the far East called the ju- 
venile population of San Francisco from their mischief 
and their mud pies, and announced the first session of 
California's initial school. Only three pupils were en- 
rolled the opening day, but the idea of education so ad- 
vanced in popularity that the little room was soon over- 
crowded and new quarters had to be found. Although 
many men were easily making fortunes in a day, Mr. 
Pelton never hesitated nor wavered for an instant in 
his self-imposed duty of developing and encouraging the 
educational facilities of -the State. His services were 
given gratuitously and unselfishly to the work, without 
consideration of time, health or money. The first school 
law of the State of California was drawn by Mr. Pelton, 
and was adopted in the Legislature at San José in 1851. 

In course of time Mr. Pelton’s health failed, and think- 
ing outdoor life might be beneficial he rented a farm 
some distance from San Francisco, to which he moved. 
After enduring endless hardships and privations result- 
ing from poor crops, he returned to the city, feeling as- 
sured that he could resume his place in the school—his 
school. But he was doomed to expertence disappoint- 
ment, for the teacher who had taken his place and 
who was receiving an exorbitant salary as superin- 
tendent, coolly refused him admittance and practically 
banged the door in his face. Heartbroken, discouraged, 
penniless, Mr. Pelton sought work, and the only place 
he could find employment was among the la!orers at 
the water-front, where he toiled night and day, in sun 
and rain, “unloading heavy barrels, boxes and lumber 
from ships and barges. His farming speculation had left 
him heavily in debt and the struggle for a m®ager ex- 
istence was severe. At this time his first child was born, 
in @ room over a Stable, the only place he could cal!

GREAT SUMS SPENT FOR FLOWERS 
FOR EASTER. 


By a Special Contributor. 
ASTER is conceded to be the most brilliant of the 
many church festivals celebrated in American cit- 
les, surpassing even Christmas in lavishness of mu- 
sical programmes, extravagence of decoration and point 
of attendance. 

Millions of dollars are spent each year for Easter 
lilies and allelulas, yet paradoxically, the more wealthy 
the congregation, the less the money which is paid out 
by the treasurer. This is due to the general custom of 
making Easter Sunday the occasion of memorials to the 
dead. In fashionable churches like St. Bartholomew's, 
New York, where the Vanderbilt's worship, the floral dec- 
orations will represent several thousand dollars, but of 
this sum, only the potted plants are paid for by the 
committee in charge, and these are merely rented for 
the day. The flowers are sent by the Vanderbils, in 
memory of those of their family who have died in the 
church. Sometimes these memorials come in the form cf 
set pieces, such as pillows, harps and other funeral! of- 
ferings, but so skilfully are they arranged by the deco- 
rators, that the work, when completed, shows only an 
admirably massed chancel of green and white. 

How the Decoration is Done. 

Bermuda lilies, hyacinths, white azaleas, narcissus and 
lilies of the valley are the most popular flowers for dec- 
orative purposes, but even white roses and carnations are 
not despised when the prices of all flowers soar sky- 
ward. 
The work of decoration begins on Saturday afternoon 
and is generally in the hands of professional] decorators 
and florists, assisted or hindered, as the case may be, by 
a committee of the church people. In the Episcopal 
churches, the committee consists of what is known as 
the altar guild, while in the Catholic churches, the 
work is done by the sisterhoods. The ceremony is ac- 
complished with much reverence, and thease who make 
the rounds of the Catholic churches at this time have 
an opportunity to study the exquisite workmans ip in 
the laces used in decorating the altars, which can never 
be seen during the crush of Easter Sunday. Thé finest 
laces owned by a church are reserved for the Haster ser- 
vices, and often the veils used to drape the figures on 
the various altars are worth a smal! fortune in them- 
selves. 


At the conclusion of the last service on Sunday! the 
flowers are removed, aud they are sorted for distribu- 
tion by a committee. In churches where guilds are 
formed to minister to the sick, these workers have first 
right to the flowers, and the rest are distributed to the 
various hospitals. The palms and ferns rented by the 
florists are removed on Monday unless the week follow- 
ing Easter is to be marked by a number of church wed- 
dings, in which case arrangements are frequently made 
for the decorations to stand. 


A Half-million Dollars for Decorations in These Cities. 


A florist who has stores in New York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia states that fully $200,000 will be spent in 
chancel decorations in New York churches, $150,000 in 
Chicago churches, and a like sum in Philadelphia.

The Wealthy Church’s Easy Task. 
” The wealthier the church, the more simple does 
the choir master find the problem of arranging the Eas- 
ter music. His singers are kept up to the highest possi- 
ble standard for every service, and he makes no special 
effort for Easter Sunday, except in an appropriate se- 
lection of music. So perfectly are his singers drilled for 
chorus work that the introduction of additional] voices 
would injure, not improve, the ensemble work. Chorus 
singers in wealthy churches are paid enough to make 
their regular attendance an object. 

Students of singing make up the majority of these 
choirs and the standard of music demanded ina con- 


gregation of wealth is such that it could not be im- 
proved for special occasions. Moreover, the soloists are 
also the best obtainable, so the choir master finds that 
he has little to plan except the actual musical numbers. 

Even here much latitude is denied him. Certain hymns 
and choruses are demanded on this day, including the 
triumphant hymn, “Jesus Christ is Risen Today, Allec- 
lula,” and the magnificent choral, “The Hallelujah 
Chorus,” from Handel's “Messiab.”. It is a daring so-

A satisfactory so- 
loist can be seeured for $20, but higher prices are some- 
times are paid for “names.” For instance, if a good 
light opera company is playing at one of the theaters, 
the tenor or basso may be secured for the Easter solos 
at a church. When a grand opera singer is heard, his 
or her solo is an offering, without money and without 
price, to_the church. 

Where the choir master must reorganize his workers 
on a more elaborate scale for this one day, his task is 
arducus and involves long and tedious rehearsals, even 
though the music selected is of the lightest order. 

In churches where boy choirs are employed, the old 
English music, notably that written by Sir John Stainer, 
is selected as lending itself more easily to the choral 
style of the English church. If a choir master inclines 
to the work of American composers, he selects the Eas- 
ter music written by Horation Parker, Arthur Foote or 
George W. Chadwick. 

Why Easter Music is Disappointing. 

“4 speaking of Easter music, a noted choir master 
said: 

“The occasional church goer who imagines he is hear- 
ing especially fine music when he attends the Easter ser- 
vice is greatly mistaken. Frankly, | am always more 
dissatisfied with our music on that day than on any 
other Sunday of the year. The great throng in the 
church, particularly that restless tide of sight-seers 
which comes and goes, distracts the singers, and the 
heavy air, which rests over the entire church, destroys 
the purity of tone. This comes partially from the large 
number of the people in the body ‘of the church and 
partly from the heavy odors of the flowers massed in 
the chancel. My choir is necessarily packed into the 
midst of this perfume, and I have known young women 
to faint under its powerful influence. 

“Then, too, my singers work their hardest on this day, 
because we have an extra service, beginning with a full 
choral service at 7 o'clock in the morning. Very often 
members of my choir living at a distance have a light 
breakfast before coming to the church, take a second 
breakfast after the first service, and even eat their mid- 
day mea] at a near-by restaurant. By the close of the 
afternoon service they are exhausted. 

“At churches which have only two services the strain 
is lighter, but I must reiterate that the average choir 
is not heard at its best on this day. There is samething 
in the air beside flowers, perhaps it is general excite- 
ment, which creeps into the music and makes it less 
ecclesastic than it should be on this, the most solems 
and beautiful of church festivals.” ‘

After this, reg- 
ular parishoners must take their chances with the seeth- 
ing mob which is risking its Easter finery to gain an 
entrance, for then no pews are reserved. Other chufches 
issue cards, which are distributed not only to parish- 
oners but to privileged individuals to whem the cour- 
tesy is considered due. ‘ 

In the very large edifices in the larger cities, and es- 
pecially in New York, only those well in front bear the 
Easter sermon, for there is a perpetual stream of sight- 
seers coming and going. To the individual accustomed 
to life on the European continent, this floating congre- 
gation is quite a matter of course, but to the American 
accustomed to the congregation's remaining seated dur- 
ing the entire service, the peripatetic throng seems dis»

BLOOM FOR EASTER HATS. 


NEVER HAVE FLOWERS BEEN Usep so LAVISH- | 


LY As 


From a Special Correspondent. 


EW YORK, March 30.—The first glinmpse of this 

year’s millinery openings gives the impression that 

the feminine fancy has gone flower mad, but be- 
fore a circuit of the show-cases has been made the 
sight-seer decides that, after all, it is a most intoxicat- 
ing madness. 

Never before has the art of reproducing the natural 
blossoms reached such a standard of perfection. As an 
evidence of this, it may be cited that a smart shop, 
noted for its exquisite decorations as well as its chic 
millinery, had on neighboring tables plateaus of real 
ad artificial hyacinths, and so wonderful was the repro- 
duction process that when the secret was whispered 
about, groups of women fell to wagering chocolate sodas 
on the real and the counterfeit, the decision being 
reached by fingeriag the biossoms. 

A number of new flowers have invaded the mililery 
field this year, including wistaria, hydrangeas, hops, 
hawthorn, lilacs, both white and purple, and dandelion 
puff balls. While some of these blossoms bave been 
offered before, they were not manufactured in styles 
that lent themselves artistically to trimming, but the 
drooping “flats” of this season carry the long-stemmed 
flowers admirably. 


One of the most striking all-flower toques shown at a 
recent opening was composed of delicate pink hyacinth 


- blossoms, packed solidly on a Napoleonic shaped frame.. 


The foundation material, chiffon, was completely hid- 
den by the flowers, and one side was raised jauntily by 
a soft, sweeping bow of liberty taffeta, matching tbe 
tone of the blossoms exactly. 

An effective rose flat was composed of leaves, over- 
lapping and curled up just a trifle. On either side of the 
hat nestled bouquets of moss rose buds, and the same 
figwers, with knots of black velvet ribbon, were placed 
on both sides under the brim, which was faced with 
tulle in folds. 

In selecting a hat composed of rose leaves, the ut- 
most care must be taken to have the shape carry a 


‘eertain air of distinction. Otherwise, the purchase will 


be regretted, as manufacturers of cheap millinery are 
duplicating this style of trimming in shapes that are 
atrocious. 

 & thistle hat, which could be worn admirably with 
a tan-cofored suit, was of ecru Milan straw in a modi- 
fied gallor shape. Around the crown and across the top, 
from side to side through the center, was fluted velvet 
ribbon in a beautiful shade of sage green, while on one 
side, and drooping a trifle toward the edge of the brim, 
was a mass of thistle bloom, in that elusive mauve shade 
which can only be described as misty. 

For early spring wear with the royal blue tailored 
suits and foulards of the same shade, comes a stunning 
picture hat of burnt satin. straw, trimmed with bows 
of liberty taffeta in royal biue and royal blue poppies. 
Such flowers never grew on living tree, shrub or plant, 
but as a head ornament for modern woman, they are 
picturesquely effective. 


An ideal hat for a garden party was of white satin 
siraw, with Irish point lace inset on the brim, as well 
as in the cenier of the crown. The shape was a, per- 
fect shepherdess, and had for its only ornament a shower 
of baby poppies in exquisite shades of pink and red. 

Another striking shepherdess hat was also inset with 


form whole toques, being massed on brim and 
crown, with bows in self-tone of black velvet, fitting 
io the hair In the back.

Among the many red hats shown was an artistic color 


scheme in crimson and soft sage green. The founda- 


tion of the flat shape was a peculiar crimson straw, one 
strand of which had a velvety finish. The only trim- 
ming on the top of the hat was a mass of red currants 
with follage of misty sage green. The brim, faced with 
shirred black Maline, was raised on the left side with 
a knot of soft ribbon, matching exactly the velvet strand 


in the braid. | 


Large toques of crushed tea roses are striking, but 
rather trying to the average complexion.

| A flat white hat at arecent opening attracted much no- 
tice, because of its eccentric trimming at the back. The 

material was a fine white chip weave in ivory white, 
faced with white tulle. The crown was round and low 
and the brim drooped shepherdess fashion. Across the 
center from one edge of the brim to the other, thus 
dividing the hat in two, ran a flat band of black velvet 
overlaid’ with white medallions. From under this, fall- 
ing to the back, was a shower of tiny green rose buds, 
showing the tints that come just before the petais be- 
gin to uncurl. A few leaves were combined with the 
buds. The effect was of a miniature waterfall] of buds, 
covering the hair completely. 


Another feature of the small spring hat is the height 
to which it is raised in the front. Bandeau, matching 
the under-trimming of the brim, raises it as effectually 
as a well-dressed pompadour, and the brim from bandeau 
to edge forms almosta quarter circle. The frame then 
runs well down in the back. A stylish finish is a ro- 
sette of velvet on either side, close to the hair, with

The Fasting Cure. 


ANY more people are made sick and die from over- 
Mens than from over-drinking, not because over- 
eating is more damaging than over-drinking, but 
because there are vastly more people who rgeularly 
eat too much than there are who drink too much. In 
fact. it is not over-reaching the truth to say that at 
least 99 per cent. of the adults in“civilized countries 
eat more than they should, and would be much better 
off physically and -mentally—perhaps even morally—'f 
they would cut down the amount of food consumed, 
either by omliiting one meal or by reducing the quan- 
tity eaten at the three regular meals. ‘ 
Perhaps it is a recognition of this truth that has so 
increased the popularity of the fasting cure of late. 
The chief apostie of this system is Dr. Edward Hooker 
Dewey of Meadville, Pa.. who was a surgeon in tie 
army during the Civil War. Those who are interested 
in this subject would do well to send for a copy of Dr. 
Dewey's book, “The No Breakfast Plan and the Fasting 
Cure,” published by the author, at Meadville. In this 
beok he gives some interesting particulars of cases 
that have come under his attention, and sometimes 
under his care, persons who have fasted for periods 
ranging from %6 to 60 days, with portraits of several 


of them, men and women, on the last day of their fast. . 


None of them show any appearance of emaciation in 
the face, but look bright, cheerful and in good condl- 
tion. 

Mr. Btwey's system has been bitterly opposed by phy- 
sicians, many of whom have expressed disbelief in the 
reliability of these tests, insinuating that food has been 


administered in some shape. However, Dr. Dewey fur-, 


nishes sufficient proof of the truth of his statements to 
satisfy any reagonable person. In his preface the au- 
thor eays: 

“This volume is a history, or a story, of an evolution 
in the professional care of the sick. It begins in inex- 
perience and in a haze of medical superstition, and ends 
with a faith that nature is the all in all for the Cure of 
disease. The hygiene unfolded is both original ard 
revoluiionary; its practicability is of the largest, and 
its physiology beyond any possible question. The reader 
is acsured in advance that every line of this volume has 
been written with conviction at white heat, that enforced 
food in sickness and the drug that corrodes are profes- 
sional barbarisms unworthy of the times in which we 
live.” 

Dr. Dewey explains the possibility of making these 
long fasts without injury, but rather with benefit, in, 
cese of many diseases, by quoting from Yoe's Physiol- 
ogy the following table of the estimated losses that oc- 
cur in death, after starvation: .

Thus it is seen that there exists in human bodies 
vast reserve of predigested food, with the brain in pos- 
session of power so to absorb as to maintain structu- 
ral integrity in the absence of food or power to digest 

it. 

We have an example of this sort of thing in the bear, 
which goes into its cave or hollow tree fat at the open- 
ing of winter and comes out thin but healthy—and hun- 
gry—in the spring. 

Dr. Dewey specially recommends the fast as a cure 
for alcoholism and asthma. Extracts from his book on 
these subjects will be given in futurs numbers. 

Tie Times has no hesitation in urging a serious ex- 
amination and consideration of this fasting and non- 
breakfast plan to all who are sick. It is not to be ex- 
pected that the medical profession should display any 
vast amount of enthusiasm over such a system as this, 
which utterly ignores drugs of all kinds, but then, the 
interests of the people at large are greater than those 
of the members of any particular profession. It is also 
true that patients have occasionally died at the end of 
a long fast, but it may respectfully be submitted that 


. patients do also,-once in a while, die while under the’ 


care of the doctors. Then, it should be remembered 
that a great majority of those who adopt this system 
only do so afier baving tried almost every other meth- 
od of cure, and many of them after they have been told 
by the physicians that their case is hopeless. 

By the way, why would it ndt be a good idea to estab- 
lish resorts where the fasting cure may be put into prac- 
tice, in connection with sun baths, steam baths, mas- 
sage and other hygienle measurés’?

From a hygienic standpoint, there is someting to be 
said for and against all these locations. The choice 
depends largely upon circumstances-—-on the make-up 
and business occupation of the individual. It is a good 
thing to live some distance away from the business cen- 
ter, where the air is pure, and rest at night undisturbed 
by street noises. On the other hand. if a man has to 
be at his office or store room early and late, is is some- 
what of a tax to ride a long distance mornings and ev- 
enings, especially in view of the generally overcrowded 
condition of the street cars. Again, the air in the 
suburbs is not always so pure as it might be, owing to 
the fact that cesspools sometimes take the place of sew- 
ers. and are not always kept in first-class condition. 

Agein, the hills bave many charms, with their ex- 
tensive views and daily breeze from te ocean, but most 
of the hills of Los Angeles are covered with adobe soil, 
which is damp and sticky in winter and compares un- 
favorably with the sandy loam of South Los Angeles 
or the gravel of Boyle Heights. For those who go far- 
ther afield. the choice between the foothills of the Si- 
erra Madre and the sea coast must depend upon their 
health—upon what ailment they suffer from. If they 
are in good health, either location may be chosen. Those 
who suffer from lung complaints should avoid the sea 
coast and live in the higher foothills, while people who 
suffer from nervousness and insomnia will find relief 


at the sea coast.

Criminal Negligence. 


WO linemen were recently electrocuted while at 
work in Los Angeles. A local paper says: 

“The two men lay on the sidewalk with a cloth over 
their faces from the time they were killed until the cor- 
oner’s wagon arrived, almost an hour later, and by that 
time all hope or possibility of reviving them was gone. 
Had a doctor or any one who knew that such cases are 
not necessarily fatal been on the spot and applied 
long-continued methods of practice tothe two men, they 
might have been saved.” 

This looks like a case of criminal negligence on the 
part of somebody. People apparentiy dead have been 
resuscitated after quite a long time of unconsciousness, 
and a person should never be given up for dead so eas- 
ily as appears to have been done in this case. Men who 
have been under water for’ quite a long time have been 
restored to life by persistently ‘pulling out the tongue 
for a considerable time, and a Frenchman has invented 
a machine to perform the operation. Again, the Sci- 
entific American some years ago stated that people 
who are apparently dead have beep restored to life by 
dilation of the anus. 

In cases of apparent death from electric shock specigl 
caution should be used. Some physicians have ex- 
pressed the opinion that every criminal who has been 


.39 | electrocuted has been buried alive, unless his body is 


dissected. This may be going too far; still, the general 

public is inclined to take things altogether too much for 
granted in cases of apparent death,, when sometimes, by 
a little patient work, a life might haye been saved. 


The Tuberculous Patient. 


OLLOWING is some good advice to persons suffer- 

ing from tuberculosis, and to those who may come 
in contact with them. It is written by Dr. William H. 
Dukeman of Los Angeles and published in the Medical 
News of August 4, 1992. Dr. Dukeman has had it re- 
published in circular form. The closing paragraph is 
specially commendable, and shows that Dr. Dukeman is 
another of those physicians who are giving Increased 
attention to hygiene and leas to drug medication: 

(1.) You must live In the country .and there make 
every effort to try to get well. 

(2.) A patient who tries to get well has ten times 
as many chances of getting well as the one who is 
careless and indifferent. 

(3.) You must avold worry, anxiety and _  excite- 
ment. 

(4.) Be hopeful and cheerful, for your disease can be 
cured if you will but do your duty in strictly following 
the advice here given. 

(5.) Asa rule, de not leave the house during the win- 
ter months until one hour after sunrise. Live out of 
doors all day. Remain indoors only on rainy and very 
windy days. Remain in the sunshine as much as pos- 
sible, and the greater part of the time recline on a 
couch or in a hammock in a comfortable position; .pro- 
tect your head from the sun's rays, the rest of the body 
lying bathed in the warm rays of the sun. . 

(6.) Always breathe through the nose and take your 
breathing exercises regularly, as I have instructed you. 

(7.) Avoid dust as you would rain and dampness 
and all places where the air is bad, such as theaters, 
concert halls or any crowded meeting place and lodging 
houses. 

(8.) Take your walking exercises regularly as pre- 
scribed, but never walk when you are tired or when you 
have a high fever (temperature 100 deg. F. or over.) 

(9.) Dress neatly. Be clean and comfortable. bat 
never wear a chest protector, as they are injurious; 
wear woolen undergarments as well as woolen socks and 
thick-soled shoes to keep your feet warm and dry. 

(10.) Never stay or sleep in an overheated room. In 
this climate, however, In the mornings and evenings 
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erred to him. 


to keep your sitting-room comfortably warm, at alam 
65 to 68 deg. F. Do not heat your room with ag 
stove. 

(1l.) Never use your sleeping-room as a sittin®-tegm 
Keep all the windows open tn your sleeping-room all day 
long and one window open all night. On cold e 
close the widows a little before sundown and then wha 
you go to bed open one window, for you must Mam 
fresh air while you sleep. Fresh night air is as goed 
for you while you sleep as is day air while you 
awake. 

(12.) Retire every night before 9 o'clock. Have u 
least nine hours’ sleep; when thoroughly rested, get 
any time after 7 a.m. 

(13.) Never expectorate any place where it can dry, 
Indoors always expectorate in a Spittoon which is gam 
tially filled with water containing some antiseptic in a 
lution, such as carbolic acid (teaspoonful to pint of oe 
ter) or some other antiseptic. When you cannot om 
veniently get ta the spittoos, use your pocket flask. Newe 
swallow your expectoration. Never expectorate in you 
handkerchief, nor use the same handkerchief to win 
your nose which you have used to wipe your mouth 
Always cover your mouth with your handkerchief whi 
coughing or sneezing.

But with a couple of officers we 
went out to where the guard was stationed, in order to 
find out just why it was that be had fired at that time 
of night. He explained that he had seen a man slip- 
ping through the bushes some distance away, and had 
called on him to halt. He failed to obey the command, 
and the guard blazed away at him, more to frighten him 
into a stop fhan anything else. Of course, the fellow 
never halted. He was probably too badly frightened to 
stop at that time. While we were talking to the guard 
we heard a fearful noise at least half a mile from the 
guard's station, and we made a break for the place to 
see what the matter was. .We heard several people 
screaming as if in great agony. Bown the road we went 
at ful! speed, and in a short while we came upon a lit- 
tle cabin which stood on the roadside. The noise was 
in this cabin, and I never heard such groaning and wail- 
ing in my life. We found three men in the house. 
They were in great agony, and we asked them what 
was the matter. ‘We have been shot,’ they said, and 
re enough they had been shot. One was shot in the 
right arm, another in the back, and the third in the hip. 
They had all been wounded by the same bullet. The 
man Who was wounded in the arm was lying on his 
right side, the ball passed through his 
arm, Next to him one of his companions was 
sprawling out on his back, and the bullet split the hide 
on this part of his anatomy as smoothly as a knife. 
—Then it passed through the fleshy part of the third 
man's bip and sped on. We could not find the bail. It 
had passed through the side of the house, wounded 
the three men in the way indicated, bored thrjgugh the 
wall on the opposite side and kept on going, and there 
is no telling how many trees the ball had passed through 
before it reached the cabin. Now, that cabin was fully 
half a mile from the point where the guard was sia- 
tioned, yet the shot he fired Lad wrought al! the havoc 
we found. The ball had plowed its way through the 
woods and intv and out of the cabin, and I suppose it 
is going yet. It shows what kind of guns we fight 
with these days.”—[New Orleans Times-Democrat.

ders and inflicted the severest punishment for their 
violatien. 

His reception rooms at headquarters were !tmpres- 
sfvely furnished with magnificent carved tables, chairs 
and chests borrowed from the palace of a Chinese prince 
who had fled with the court. Gen. Chaffee had an in- 
ventory of the stuff, and it was all returned before he 
left Peking. 

But the roving eye of Li Hung Chang twinkled behind 
his big rimmed spectacles, and there was mischief in 
the glance. In the midst of general and harmless con- 
versation, he suddenly turned to the American general, 
and said; 

“Where did you get your furniture?” 

There was a moment of silence, and the smiles of the 
staff officers were almost audible. The stern-faced gen- 
eral coughed, shifted his feet, and said: 

“Hm—m, it came from the palace of Prince Yi, Your 
Excellency.” 

“What did you pay for it?” was the next query. 

Wholly guiltless of loot, Gen. Chaffee felt as if he had 
been caught in the act. He replied, with a slight hitch: 

“Well, I really didn’t pay anything for it.” 

From the lips of the interpreter, at Li Hung Chang's 
whisper, came the dreaded bombshell,-one word: 

“Loot?” 

The staff officers, who knew how their commander 
felt on this subject, considered that moment worth a 
month's pay. Gen. Chaffee blushed; there was no doubt 
of it. He saw he was held for a crime of which he was 
innocent. He said: 

“Oh. no, no, indeed. Borrowed. It will be all sent 
back. I assure you. It would have been stolen if we had 
not cared for it in this way?” 

The “terrible old man” of China chuckled» and his 
chuckle was a study in expression.

News from the Ant Hilis. 


ANY who are not sluggards have gone to the ant 
and considered her ways, but the diligent little 
woman's store of wisdom is not yet exhausted. 

Woman is correct and so is “her.” for most of tne 
ants, as well as the bees, and all the workers of both 
species are females. And of these females all but the 
queen are old maids, eschewing matrimony as a ouisance 
and an impediment to useful work. Now the astonish- 
ing discovery has been made that their celibacy con- 
stitutes no bar to thelr perpetuation of the species, at 
least for several] generations. It has long been known 
that virgin queens, both of bees and of ants, lay eggs, 
end it has become known more recently that the work- 
ers, which never mate. do the same thing, but it has 
been assumed, from imprfect observation, that these 
eges always hatch into drones or males, never into 
femgles of either the queen or the worker variety. 

A German naturalist named Reichenbach has been 
putting the matter to a simple test, which, however, 
has occupied several years. In the spring of 1899 he 
imprisoned eleven worker ants in an observation nest. 
Soon they laid eggs, which hatched not into males, but 
into workers. Later in the season, at the natural mat- 
ing time in July. a few males were hatched out. The 
same thing was repeated next year. Then the colony 
had Increased from the original eleven to some 300, only 
two or three dozen of which were males. Tie process 
was tepeated in 1991, but the colony had begun to dwin- 
dle, and in 1902 it perished “from unknown causes,” 
and thus put an end to the experiment. 

No perfect females (queens) were produced, although 
the insects were provided with an abundance of food. 
which is commonly supposd to favor the production. of 
queens. [Put the workers were far in excess of the 
maies, which, according to the prevailing theory, should 
have constituted the entire product. 

The remarkable fact is that these workers, instead 
of producing only males, which cannot carry on the 
species without mating, produced workers like them- 
selves, which’ could and did do so. This went on for 
several generations.—[Chicago Tribune.

The reports come from the un- 
usual prevalence of the common orange caterpi'lar that 
has been found in thé groves for years. | have ‘not 
noticed these statements heretofore because an inves- 
tivation showed that the oranges contained only tbe 
common worm and in no case on record has the Mex- 
ican maggot been found. Place is given these rumors 
for the purpose of making ihe growers more vigilant. 
Should the Mexican pest appear there will be no at- 
tempt to conceal it.

Wil: the Convention Meet? 


HE signing of Senate Bill 634 by Gov. Pardee not 

only leaves the State without quarantine protection 
temporarily, but through the abolishment of the State 
Board of Horticulture, may interfere with the holding 
of the State Fruit Growers’ Convention. Partial prep- 
aration has been made by the local committee, but it 
is not known whether the committee will go 
on with the work under the changed conditions. If the 
Governor appoint a State Horticultural Commissioner 
at once the convention could be yet held under the au- 
spices of that office, provided the committeemen, A. P. 
Griffith and G. H. A. Goodwin have so far advanced the 
programme as to make it possible. The decision in this 
matter should be announced soon.

The Florida White Fly. 


OME authorities have considered the county ordi- 

nances, prohibiting in a practical way the introduc- 
tion of Florida nursery trees, entirely too rigid. Los 
Angeles and Riverside counties have especially strong 
ordinances. But the danger warrants the severity of the 
quarantine. A dispatch from Jacksonville says the white 
fly is the worst insect pest which the Florida growers 
have to contend against and commends the horticultural 
commissioners of California for their vigilance in keep- 
ing out this pest. “The loss to our nursery trade,” says 
the dispatch, “is a bagatelle compared to the loss that 
will overtake our growers if this evil and miserable 
pest is allowed to spread over Florida. It pollutes fruit 
more completely than any othér parasite; covers it, 
through its supplementary growth, the sooty mold, with 
a black, repulsive smutch; dwarfs its size, prevents it 
from coloring, leaves it a stunted, smeared and disgust- 
ing object. The fly is so nimble and elusive that it is al- 
most impossible to destroy it; it is vulnerable only when 
in the stationary form of the egg.” How would the 
growers of California like to have this pest added to 
their already overflowing measure of orchard calamities? 


Migratory Weeds. 


HE corporations of Southern California except the 

municipal and one small railway corporation, are 
giving the authorities all possible assistance in the 
fight against migratory weeds. The subject of noxious 
weed control is on again and the heavy rains will in- 
tensify the battle against this class of infection. As 
usual the cities are largely to blame for the dissemina- 
tion of weeds. More trouble has been encountered in 
getting one railroad right of way cleaned within the 
city limits of Los Angeles and the streets disinfected 
than was met in getting the weeds removed from thou- 
sands of acres of farming land. Illinois is said to have 
the best laws upon noxious weed control. Yet the 
farmers who live within a score of miles of Chicago re- 
port that no matter how well the laws are enforced lo- 
cally the weed pest overruns ‘heir farms. 


When the campaign against the Russian thistle begins 
again one of the first drives should be made azainst the 
municipal corporations. What use is it to patrol tte 
country roads with the hoe when the city streets and 
one or two railroads fail to assist in the good work of 
eradicating this thistle. Unless prosecution follows the 
present county ordinance against noxious weed mainte- 
nance there seems little hope that the few refractory 
parties can be brought@o terms. The farmers have done 
their part in this war for the last (wo years. 


The Pear Redivivus. PF 


HE inwterate pear malady, the blight, that became 

the subject of a general state inquiry one year ago 
seems to have abated somewhat in the South. This fact 
was noted several months ago from reports and obser- 
vation ‘showing that the disease has become less viru- 
lent and taat in many cases the stricken trees had put 
on new tops and promised to be productive. Should this 
restoration become permanent the growers would yet 
have the codling moth to reckon with. Just to show the 
tendency in pear culture | picked up an interesting item 
in a small way. no less than thé planting of thou- 
sands of pear trees In a new section.

The Bacon Hog. 


ANY breeders of hogs and professors of animal hus- 

bandry believe that the hog men of the corn belt 
can profitably breed bacon hogs, that is, a lengthy, 
raney animal with a large percentage of side meat, in 
which the fat and lean are well distributed. That these 
hogs can be raised in the United States no one denies. 
If an animal of the proper conformity is chosen and 
this animal is fed peas, beans, bariey, oats, shorts, etc., 
a first-class bacon hog can be secured. Te vital point, 
however, is whether or not the raising and fet ding of 
such animals will be more profita»!le than the produc- 
tion of the hogs now received at all the principal mar- 
ket points in the Central West. 

Orange Juiid Farmer has looked this matter up very 
carefully and recently interviewed a number of the pack- 
ers and commission men at the Chicago stockyards. 
Without exception the representatives of these great 
market interests agree that it will not pay the farmers 
in the corn belt to breed the bacon type exclusively. 
There is no established market for this class. Nearly 
all of them agree that with the proper feeds we can 
raise as g00d bacon hogs as they do in Ireland, Den- 
mark, England or Canada.4 The fact remains that our 
farmers do not do it, and it is the opinion of these men 
that they never will. 


THE APIARY. 
Honey Crop of 1903. 


T 15, of course, far too early to attempt any forecast 

of the probable honey crop of 1903, but it is the fact 
that the abundant winter rains in the 
southern counties have started an unusual growth of 
honey-producing plants. If the spring’ rains 
are. even ordinarily good there will be ,an 
immense crop of honey-producing bloom. If the 
bees are there they will get it. Bees are reported as 
generally in good condition, with abundant stores to 
carry them through. In Kings county there is likely to 
be a serious contest with the fruit growers, who insist 
that the bees are responsible for the spread of the 
blight, and propose to put poison in their orchards 
unless all bee keepers remove their bees from the vicinity 
of any pear orchard during the blooming season. Wat 
will be done about it does not yet appear. The weight 
of auttority is in favor of the contention of the orchard- 
ists, but the bee men are not convinced. They contend 
that the blight is due to the extreme richners of fue 
Kings county soll, which when water is applied, pro- 
duces more sap than the tree can carry. This redun- 
dant sap, say the bee keepers, ferments, and the fer- 
mented sap forms a suitable lodging place for the blight 
bacteria ever present in the air. They claim, there- 
fore, that the blight will continue whether bees are 
present or not. There was an effort made last year to 
ascertain the truth as to the responsibility of the bees 
for the spread of the blight by the voluntary removal 
of all bees from the vicinity of the orchards while the 
trees were in bloom. This, it is expected, would demon- 
strate that the spread of the blight was not the result 
of the bees’ work. As usual in such cases, however, 
there were enough bee keepers who refused to 
remove their ees to destroy the value of the 
experiment, and those who did so had their 
trouble without, learning anything of impor- 
tance. It is btful whether the supervisors 
have authority to compel the removal of the bees, but 
neither do we see how orchardists can be prevented 
from ‘protecting their crops by poisoned honey.—[{San 
Francisco Chronicle. 


THE CUGAR BEET. 
Sugar Beet in San Joaquin. 


HE largest acreage ever planted to sugar beets in 

San Joaquin county will be seeded this season. The 
first. planting is already up, and at intervals of from 
two or three weeks more beed will be placed in the 
ground, so that not all of the crop will mature at the 
same timé and crowd the factory at Crockett, which 
handles the vegetables.” Between Tracy and Bethany, 
in San Joaquin county about 4000 acres wil! be put in 
beets, while about the same acreage will be seeded in 
Contra Costa and’ Solano counties this season. 

There was some anxiety caused by the Crockett fac- 
tory closing down, but it is certainly only a temporary 
shut-dewn, for the same company that owns the plant ls 
paying expenses ‘and rent on property which will be 
seeded to beets this year, and it certainly wou!d not 
grow the vegetables unless they were to be converted 
into sugar when they are ready to be-crushed.

THE WILD A.\IMALS OF LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 
IV.—THE WEASEL. 


SUOMETIIING ABOUT ONE OF TIT SMALLEST BUT 
Most DESTRUCTIVE OF ANIMALS.

Of all the carnivorous animals there is no one more 
general'y dreaded thantbe Weasel, especially by those 
who make a business of poultrs’-raising. Their size ls—in 
the case of most species—quite iusignificant, bu: the'r 
ability as bunters and the ease with which they manage 


to craw! through very smal! openings make them of pe- | 


cullar danger to chicken roosts. There are many spocies 
of weasels and they belong to the same kind of animals 
as do the otters. minks, skunka, badgers anid martens. 
The famous Ermine of Europe, from which ls cbtained 
the valuabie fur. Known by tae same name, belongs to 
this group and has the same glossy brown summer coat 
as bave minks aud weasels, but it changes in winter to 
a@ snowy wh te. 

All of these animals, martens, weseels, cac.. Ddelong 
to a family called the Mustelidae, because they possess 
glands which exude a liquid of peculiar and unpleasant 
odor. This serves a protective purpore, as there are very 
few animals which attack the Weasel, or, having killed 
it, will endeavor to eat It, because of the odor wicd 
seems to taint the fesh as well. The Skunk is a distant 
reéative of the weasel family and possesses the most 
powerful glands for its own protection of any known 
animal. 

Weasels in genera! inhabit thickly-settled portions of 
the country as freely as they do the wilder sections 
and show little fear of man, fighting bjm bravely when 
cornered, and preying unreservedly upon his feathered 
property every night in the week if undisturbed. They 
never eai the fess—unless it be the head—of a fow!, 
but suck its blood from an incision in the throat for 
the making of which the Wensel’s teeth are so admir- 
ably adapted. Many fiesh-cating animals, such as bears. 
racoons, badgers, etc.. are known to est other food, like 
honey, berries, fruit and vegetable substances, but the 
Weasel seems to be so constituted that nothing but 
blood will satisfy its appetite. And there is apparentiy 
no limit to that appetite so that one night's work in the 
poultry yard is often sufficient to ruin a fine flock. in 
its wild habitat the Wease! feeds on the bleod of quail, 
grouse, rabbits and other wild animals which

it ls able to kill. Like a bulldog, a Weasel in fighting 
goes for the throat of its victim, its long front teeth 
easily being able to reach the jugular vein through any 
ordinary coat of hair or fur. 

In the United States there are seven species of Weas- 
els, but exactly how many of these are found in Southern 
California’ is not well known. The Long-tailed Weasel, 
shown in *the accompanying photo, is the largest one 
found here, though the Bridlied Weafel, a beavriful 
species from Texas and Mexico, is a trife larger. Asa 
rule, the carnivorous animals of a cold country are 
larger than those of the same species found in a warm 
climate. Thus the Grizzly and Polar Bears of the North 
Temperate and Frigid Zones, are much larger than their 
cogenors, the bears of Mexico and Central America. So 
it is with the Weasel: the great weasels, minks and 
martens of Northern Europe far outstrip our species in 
ize as well as in daring and ferocity.™ Their fur, too, is 
much more valuable owing to |ts greater density and fine- 
ness. caused by the colder climate in which they live. 
Most of the extreme northern species turn white in 

* winter as does also the Little Ermine of the Eastern 
United States. This smal! animal, which is only about 
a foot long, tail and all, has a brown coat in summer 
and a snow-white one in winter, the extreme tip of the 
tall being left black. The White Weasel, found rather 
sparsely scattered throughout the United States also 
undergoes this change, but its fur is of no such value 
as that of the Siberian species. The Liitle Black Mink 
of the United States produces a fur known as American 
Sable, though not nearly so valuable as the European 
Bable’s fur. 

Another common California animal ts the Yellow 
cheeked Weasel, a relative of the Bridled Weasel already 
mentioned. It is the most abundant of all the family

. AN EASTER-EGG GAME. 


AN INTERESTING WAY OF TRYING TO BREAK AN 
OPrPoNENT’s Eoo. 
By a Special Contributor. 

An Easter game which does not have to do with eggs 
is like a Thanksgiving dinner without turkey. 

Almort every boy has played at breaking eges, that 
is knocking his egg against some other boy's egg to see 
which of the two will break. It is essential, of course. 
that both eggs should be hard boiled, otherwise the 
contents of the egg which is broken are likely to spread 
disaster. 

If a boy is not convinced of his rival's honesty it is 
an excellent plan to make sure that the egg which ts 
to be broken is really an égg and not an imitation made 
of wood or china. On more than one occasion boys

have been astonished at the wonderful breaking powers 
of some egg only to find that the owner of the phenome- 
non had been playing a game at the expense of bis com- 
panions. 
A most interesting way of breaking eres. or rather of 
trying to break an opponent's egg is found in the game 
of “Rolling.” There is much more in this game than 
merely knocking the eggs together and the ability to win 
depends much more upon the skill of the player than it 
does upon the toughness of his egz. ‘The game can be 
played either*indocrs or out of doors. 

If the game is played indoors, a smal! inclined plane 
must be made by leaning a sewing board or some other 4 
flat surface against the wall or upon a box shown in the 


the black egg. rolls between the circle E, and the central 
line, it counts ten points; if it rolls on the far side of 
the circle, counting by the central line, it counts fifteen;

I want 
to have the dining-room in Dutch style, and would like 
some pointers on curtains, rugs and general coloring. 
] would like the bedroom yellow, but do not want any 
brown In it. I have a light cherry set for it. Wat 
color would you advise for the hall, and should the 
door be curtained, and the windows? One bedroom 
will be im blue, and I will have to buy everything for 
this room, as I also shall for the parlor and dining- 
room.” 
Your attic would make a lovely lounging-room if 
tinted in a rica green with dark cream ceiling. The 
woodwork and furniture should be In weathered oak. 
The furnishings should include a large reading table, 
a Morris chair upholstered in red denim. and a couch 
and ewinging eeat, also upholstered in red denim. 


| Quantities of red and green pillows should be scattered 


about wpon the chairs and couches. Madras curtaing in 
green and cream at the windows, and green rugs on the 
floor will all go toward making & restful, charming 


spot. 

Your hall would be satisfactory In deep yellow, with 
dark, rich Oriental ruga on the floor. Old reds and 
pinks should be used here, and the hangings should be 
of old red.

HOW DOLGE 
BUILT TOWN. 


Repetition of New York Feat 
in the Southland. 


Great Enthusiasm Over the Latest 
Huntington Enterprise. 


Great American Felt Maker, His 
Ideas and Methods— His 
Chances Here. 


Frank Wiggins, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, is all enthusi- 
asm over the felt industry that is to be 
built up in Southern California by H. 
E. Huntington and Alfred Dolge, the 
renowned felt manvfacturer, who to- 
gether propose to found an ideal manu- 
facturing town on the Shorb winery 
property near Alhambra, and the model 
of the new town is to be Doigeviile, N. 
Y. As related in The Times-yesterday, 
for thirty years Mr. Doige’s name has 
been synonymous with the best felt in 
the world, and it is Mr. Wiggins’s be- 
Mef that the acquisition of the new in- 
dustry for this section marks the begin- 
ning of great growth along manufac- 
turing lines in this part of the Sate. 

“I believe it will eventually lead to 
the manufacture of pianos right here in 
Los Angeles,” said the chamber's genial 
secretary yesterday. “Why, do you 
know that since Mr. Dolge gave up 
ranching at Lamanda Park two years 
ago, and began making piano sounding 
boards in this city, he cannot fill all of 
his orders. His piant is at Sixth and 
Mateo streets. He now makes a sound- 
ing board superior to any in the East. 
He says our sunshine does it—matures 
a board designed by nature herself for 
nothing so exclusive as a sounding 
board. After long experimenting, Mr. 
Dolge took an armful of these boards 
to Chicago, about a year ago, and they 
were so superior to other similar prod. 
ucts that piano manufacturers gave 
him orders enough to keep his factory 
running a year. 

“If sunshine, wool and water are 
requisites for making the finest felt in 
the world, we are certainly here with 


the goods. 

“It seems to me that if felt can be 
manufactured successfully in Southern 
California, we are then on the eve of 
extensive woolen manufactories here; 
krmit goods, weaving establishments and 
all that sort of thing. 

“The name, Dolge, guarantees success 
to the felt industry, and when Mr. 
Huntington learned that manufactur- 
ers in America stood ready to take 
100,000 pounds without seeing the 
goods, simply because Dolge proposed 
to make them. he gave him hi® power- 
ful financial backing and the scheme 
of a model town was inaugurated at 


once, 

Alfred Doige is of ho 
ordihary interest. He is a great, big. 
stolid German, who has done. things. 
Until about six years ago he was a 
man of tremendous affairs. “ being 
worth about $2,000,000, a sum that rep- 
resented the untiring and successful 
energy of thirty years of hard work, 
making felt at Dolgeville, N. Y. 

Then adversity came and two law- 
yers in a trice wrenched from him 
his millions, leaving him all but penni- 
less and nerves shattered to.the very 
verge of a teppling brain.

RED DALTON’S FATE 
BENEATH OVERLAND. 


YOUNG BOY INSTANTLY KILLED ON 
SANTA FE TRACKS. 

Leaves Home in Morning, Ostensidly 

for Redondo, but Instead Plays in 

Railroad Yards All Day—Steps Di- 

rectly Before Rushing Traia. 


Fred Dalton, aged 15, was struck by 
a west-bound Santa Fé Overland train 
near the Buena Vista-street bridge at 
2:45 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and 
instantly killed, his body being ground 
to a pulp under the wheels. The ac- 
cident happened a few feet south of 
the new steel bridge of the Santa Fé 
Railroad across the Los Angeles River, 
and from the evidence of those who 
witnessed the accident, it would appear 
that if anybody was to blame, Kk was 
the unfortunate victim. 

The boy resided with his parents at 
No. 1041 South Diive street, and when 


he left home yesterday morning, he 
stat to his mother t he Was £0-

went up the river with several com- 
panions, and spent the day playing 
about the water. 
Boys were playing about the railroad 
tracks near the scene of the accident 


at that point, the junction of the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fé Ratl- 
read yards, switching trains are pass- 
ing every few minutes. 

A short time before the accident 
Dalton was seen standing on the 
Santa Fé main line, throwing stones 
into the river. The Santa Fé bridge 
across the river is built on a slight 
curve, and it is impossible to see an 
approaching train the full Jength of 
the bridge. The Overland train was 
nearly eight hours late, and came 
across the bridge at the usyal rate of 
speed. The engineer stated last night 
that he did not see the boy at all, be- 
cause of the curve, and he 
was on the fireman's side. When the 
fireman saw him, the engine was within 
twenty feet of the lad, much too late 
to stop such a heavy train. Dalton 
probably did not hear the train, for 
the reason that a Southern Pacific 
freight was passing at that time on 
another track. 

The engine of the passenger train 
struck the boy and knocked him di-. 
rectly between the rails. The train 
could not be stopped until the engine 
and two of the cars had passed over 
him. and then what remained of his 
body was dragged from the track and 
laid on the side path, one of the rail- 
read men covering it with a waterproof 
coat. By order of the Coroner the body 
was removed to Pierce Bros’ wunder- 
takine establishment. There i was 
identified by the boy's father. When 
he saw the horribly mangled body of 
his son he almost fainted. Then came 
for him the harder task of returning 
heme and informing his wife of the 
tragedy. Mrs. Dalton was over- 
come that the services of a physician 
were required. The inquest will be 
held Monday at 9 o'clock a.m. _

VENERABLE 10WA TOURIST SUD- 
DENLY STRUCK DOWN.

Microbes as Lamps. 

Prof. Hans Molisch of Prague has 
reported to the Vienna Academy of 
Sciences the discovery of a lamp 
lighted by means of bacteria, which ‘he 
claims will give a powerful licht and 
be free from danger, thus being valu- 
able for work in mines and powder 
magazines. 

The lamp consists of a glass jar. in 
which a lining of saltpeter and gela- 
tine Inoculated with bacteria is 
placed. Two days after moculation 
the jar becomes iluminated with a 
wonderful biuish green light caused 
by the innumerable batceria which 
have developed in that time. 

The light will burn brilliantly for 
from two to three weeks, afterwards di- 
minishing in brightness. It renders 
faces recognizable at a distance of 
two yards, and large type is easily 
legible by Vienna Correspondence 
London Mail.

something for them to do. The com- 
mittees appointed by the Tropico and 
Glendale associations are working 
earnestiy in the interests of the trolley 
as well as to further the interests of 
the property owners. 
Residents throughout this 
have watobed with longing eyes the 
many electric railways that have 
branched out from Los Angeles east, 
south, west and northeast, and hoped 
for one in this direction. This valley 
is one of the most scenic and fertile 
surrounding the southern metropolis. 
Owners of large tracts along the pro- 
jected route through Tropico and Gien- 
dale will be expected to give the right 
of way, and together with all citizens 
whom the railway does not touch, so 
deal with the owners of emall tracts 
as to impore no hardships. In secur- 
ing this right of way fairness to all 
will be held strictly in view. To build 
the raiiway through property so as to 
damage it would be unjust, and the 
commitiece contemplate no injury to 
any one in any enterprise that inures 
to the good of the many. 

Should the people generally demand 
a boulevard in connection with the 
street railway, the value of the enter- 
prise to abutting property owners wil! 
be carefully censidered and such har- 
monious action be taken as will lead to 
success. 

To meet expenses a graded system 
of appraisement of values might be 
agreed upon and each one pay in pro- 
portion to the benefits derived. It is 
evident that the property owner along 
the boulevard would be much more 
benefited than the one who owns land 
one or more blocks from the great 
thoroughfare, and being in the lead he 
should take into consideration his abil- 
ity to give more freely than the less 
favored ones. ‘

There are well-defined reports 
that the “labor leaders” and other busy- 
bodies, wrought up to the highest pitch

hese plotters reckon without thefr 
host, and have an inadequate idea of 
the magnitude of their project. In the 
first place they misapprehend the feel- 
fmge of the great body of workingmen 
im this prosperous community; then 
they have a misconception of the tem- 
per of the leading spirits of Las Ange- 
les if they think such a demonstration 


‘without opposition; and again they 
ignore the fact that they will call down 
wpon themeeives the whole weight of 
the United States government if they 
push forward their virtual conspiracy 
against the President. We can assure 
these agitators, right now, that their 
plans will topple over, and uniess they 
take to cover some of them are liable 
to land behind tbe bars.

foretold. Nobody knows where they 
will strike ‘first. The cause of one of 
the victims of their attack, however, 
should be the cause of all. The orig- 
inal idea of the plotters was to make 
eure of tying up the trolley lines, so that 
the Fiesta should be an impossibility; 
but they have already fallen upon such 
stumbling-bilocks that they are sald to 
be almost discouraged. Still they as- 
gsert with great bravado that when the 
great trolley strike in San Francisco 
started a comparatively smail number 
of the car men had been unionized, but 
all fell into Mne with the bell-wethers. 
It is such talk as this that one hears 
in laber cenvocations. 

The street-car managers are fully 
aware that the conspirators mean to do 
them mischief, and are convinced that 
this movement is only an incident of 
the general plan of battle. The steam 
roads, the bullding industry and the 
manufacturing districts are to be at- 
tacked, according to the plans of the 
labor Jeaders. The flag was raised by 
the electricians’ sirike. Sympathetic 
walk-outs are said to be next in order, 
to disorganize things and make con- 
fusion worse confounded in May. 


“Forewarned is forearmed.”’ The first 
thing to do is to head off the uprising 
if possibile, and if that can't be done to 
equeich it as soon as it fairly shows its 
head. This is not San Franci<oo. The 
business men of Los Angeles will have 
the support of the great majority of 
workers themselves in any such con- 
test. They only need to get together 
and form an effective organization—to 
“unite and prepare to fight.” It is only 
@ small handful of vicious men that is 
really bent on trouble; they are doing 
all the plotting. They will easily and 
quickly be beaten if the vast army of 
their opponents is formed in a solid 
phalanx early in the game. 


HE NEW DOLGEVILLE.

Mr. Doilge is no dreamer; he is a 
man who does things, who has done 
things.

He met with reverses for 
which others were responsible. The 
practicability of his ideas has been 
demonstrated.

the people. There is little doubt 
that they will corry by a large major- 
ity. The amount of money to be asked 
has not yet been decided on. It may 
be half a million, or three-quarters of 
a million dollars. Even should it reach 
a million dollars, it would be a good 
investment for Los Angeles. 

There will, of course, be some back- 
ing, and filling, and pulling, and striv- 
ing. in regard to the selection of a site. 
That is something that we cannot rea- 
sonably hope to avoid. Let us hop, 
however, that a little pubijic spirit 
may be injected into the discusrio", 
and may ultimately prevail. To pro- 
duce good results, the site of the bui'd- 
ing should embrace a whole block, in 
some convenient location, so that it 
may be accessible from all sides, wiih 
reom for some beautiful trees and 
plants around the bullding. Whie 
we are about this, let us not do 
things by halves. Los Angeles is 
rich enough in possibilities, if 
not tn actuality, to have one of the 
finest convention halie in the world. It 
is proposed to have a capacious build- 
ing, with a seating capacity of 12,000, 
for ordinary performances, which may 
be increased to 20,000 by removing sone 
partitions on the occasion of horse 
shows, mammoth concerts and so forth, 
with an entrance at each end, through 
which carriages may drive. This, pos- 
sibly, would be too barn-like. So larg» 
a hall as that proposed would need to 
be subdivided into perhaps three_or 
four smaller hails, which could be 
thrown together to accommodate a 
Madison Square Garden horse show. 

Another feature of the proposed 
convention hall is a great organ. 

Kansas City has an immense con- 
vention hall, and the people there 
thought so much of it that it was re- 
bull: in an almost incredibly short 
time, by public subscription, after it 
had been destroyed by fire. Los An- 
geles has the advantage over Kansas 
City, or any other place east of us, 
in that we have no sultry summer 
nights and no zero weather, so that 
the hall can be used continually. 

Municipal ownership is desirable, so 
that boxing matches and like exhibi- 
tions can either be properly regulated 
or prevented. While the hall can be 
made to pay, the greatest benefits will 
be derived by making its use as nearly 
free as possible. Periodical conceris 
and great afternoon performances, with 
cheap trarirvortation, will the 
whole surrounding country into the 
city, to its great advantage. The great 
organ would make it possible to give 
grand sacred concerts, such as are given 
in Europe, which would do much toward 
bringing our religious people into closer 
union. The wakening of this new Inter- 
est in music would make it possible to 
organize and maintain a band as fine 
as the Royal Italian band. Such a 
pand could be permitted to play part 
of the time, and advertise us, muc} as 
the Catalina Band advertises Catalina. 
The dollar rates for performances at 
Hazard’s Pavilion may be reduced to 
25 cents for like performances given in 
the convention hall and more money 
made, because the performance can be 
given more comfortably and with bet- 
ter effect in the new hall to ten thous- 
and people than to one thousand in 
Hazard’s Pavilion, and, therefore, more 
money made at 25 cents than at $1 un- 
der the old conditions. 

If Kaneas City does not consider a 
large organ an extravagance, where it 
has to be paid for by private subscrip- 
tions, it ought not to be considered an 
extravagance here, where, by a bond 
issue. the burden can be made to fall 
on’all, and spread over a period of 
forty years.

The Board of Public Works acted 
| Wisely in deferring action upon this 
| matter for a week. In fact, the af- 
fair is in no shape for action as the 
case now stands. And it will not be 
in shape for action (other than to 
throw the application overboard en- 
tirely) until definite information shal! 
have been given to the pubiHe as to the 
identity of the person or persons with 
whom the city is asked to deal. And 
furthermore, when the identity of the 
backer or backers shall have been re- 
vealed (if he or they shall be found to 
be financially responsible.) the city 
should be given definite assurances 
that it will receive substantial com- 
pensation for the privileges asked for, 
if they be granted. A franchise cover- 
ing about eighty miles of streets in a 
rapidly-expanding city is not a mere 
trifle to be disposed of for a song. The 
privileges asked for should bring to 
the city treasury not less than one mil- 
lion dollars, as a minimum, with «4 
possible maximum of at least double 
that amount. If the proposed roads 
should ever be built—which may’ be re- 
garded as at least extremely doubtful— 
they would cover about all the princi- 
pal thoroughfares not already covered 
by street railways. If the streets are 
to be turned over to street railways 
in this wholesale manner, the munict- 
pality should at least derive a substan- 
tial sum in compensation for the ex- 
traordinary privileges granted. 

It is clearly the duty of the Board 
of Public Works, and of the City Coun-, 
cil, to go slow—very slow—in this af- 
fair. Taking the case as it is now pre- 
sented, if definite action were to be 
ken, the only safe course to pursue 
would be to throw out the application 
fathered by Garland. But Mr. Garland 
and his principal (or principals)—if he 
can produce him or them—are entitled 
to their “day in court,” and of course 
they are to have it. They must be re- 
quired, however, to make out a case 
before they will be entitled to receive 
consideration. They must be made to 
show their hand, fafriy, openly, wun- 
equivocally. And under no circum- 
stances must they be permitted to use 
the officials and the people of this 
municipality as a club to knock down 
business rivals, or to further any seif- 
ish schemes which they may hope to 
promote, to the detriment of the city 
and its people. 

It is a time for our representatives 
in the city government to use their 
utmost vigilance and their highest 
judgment for the protection of the 
people, whose interests were 
elected to serve, and whose welfare it 
ts their first duty tv promote. ’

Los Angeles should bestir 
herself and keep within her borders 
some of the visitors from abroad, who 
could be kept here if we had a tourist 
hotel—not in the heart of town, but 
amid trees and flowers and lawns and 
restful promenades. This has been 
sald over and over in these columns 
in other words for years, but the senti- 
ments contafhed in this paragraph will 
bear repeating until there is no longer 
reason for the repetition.
